PROGRESS, OF. HIS. RACE 
S SLOW BUT CONSTANT 


Negroes Do Not Have So Many 
Offices as Fu-merly, but They 
Own More Land—Pays a 


Tribute to the South- 
ern Whites. 


New York, March 18.—The Armstrong 
Association held a meeting tonight in the 
Madison Square garden concert hall. Its 
object was to discuss negro education and 
to raise funds forethe Tuskegee Normal 
and Industrial institute, Tuskegee, Ala. 
So great was the crowd that many were 
unable to gain admission, although the 
hall was packed even to the aisles. One- 
fifth, perhaps, of those present, were ne- 
groes. ; 

Morris K. Jessup, president of the 
chamber of commerce, presided. Among 
the speakers were Bishop Potter, Booker 
T. Washington, president of Tuskegee 
institute, and William H, Baldwin. 

Mr. Baldwin, who is one of the financial 
committee of the Tuskegee institute, paid 
a tribute to the efficiency of the insti- 
tute. ' 
- Booker T. Washington outlined the 
work of the Tuskegee institute and made 
an earnest plea for money for current ex- 
penses and for an endowment of at least 


$500,000. Two hundred and twenty-five 

thousand dollars of the endowment, he 

said, aiready been secured. 
Washington on His Work. 

He said in part: 

“Starting with one teacher and thirty 
students, with no property, the institution 
at Tuskegee now has an average attend- 
ance of 1,093 students and a total enroll- 
ment of 1,231, representing twenty-seven 
states, Africa, Porto Rico, Cuba and Ja- 
maica. There are eighty-eight officers 
and teachers employed. Graduates and 
under-graduates to the number of 3,000 
are doing most valuable ‘work all over 
the ‘south as industrial leaders, teachers, 
etc. Twenty-eight industries are in con- 
stant operation, and they are industries 
at which our men and women find im- 
mediate employment as s00n as they leave 
our. wet | 7 SAE co 

“Since 8 per cent of our people in the 
gulf states live by agrictiture, in some 
fotm, we make agriculture largely the 
basis of our training. Using agriculture 
as a foundation, we must gradually teach 
our race to do well the things which their 
hands find immediately about them, using 
this as a stepping stone to whnt the 
world calls higher and more important 
things. Usefulness in the highest degree 
will constitute our greatest protection aud 
secure our highest elevation. TNe prop- 
erty of the institution is now valued at 
$300,000 and includes 2,267 acres of land 
and forty-two buildings, counting large 
and small. which have almost wholly 
been built by the student labor. 

“Our greatest need at the present time 
is in two dirgctions. First, money for 
current expenses. Our annual current ex- 
pense account is $80,000. Secondly, an en- 
dowment fund of at least $500,000. We have 
secured toward this amount $225,000. 


Negro Makimg Progress. 

“Despite the discouraging remarks of- 
ten made regarding the negro, my daily 
contact with the race for twenty years in 
the black belt of the south leads me to 
testify without hesitation that the race 
is making slow but constant progress. 
At the Tuskegee negro conference a few 
weeks ago a careful investigation show- 
éd that over one-third of the nearly 2,000 
persons who attended that meeting now 
own their homes and have ceased mort- 
gaging their crops. In the state of Vir- 
ginia, where the race has had the direct 
benefit of the work of the Hampton in- 
stitute for thirty years, the official rec- 
ords at Richmond show that the colored 
people own one-twenty-sixth of the land 
of Virginia; where the ‘race has had 
the direct benefit east of the Blue Ridge 
they own one-tenth in twenty-five coun- 
ties, one-half of the land in Middlesex 
county, one-sixth of the land in Hanover 
county and one-thini in Charles City 
county. 

“In Georgia the official records show 
that they own 1,675,000 acres and are pay- 
ing taxes on $14,000,000 worth of property. 
In that state they are adding to their 
property at the rate of $399,000 annually. 
This, it seems to me, is pretty good for 
@ race that started in complete poverty 
something over thirty-five years ago. 
More and more we should learn to judge 
the race by its best types rather than by 
its worst types. 

“We may not hold so many political 
offices as we did in former years, but 
we hold more farmers’ institutes and 
have organized more agricultural fairs. 
We may not have so many men in the 
state legislatures, but mure of us OWn 
homes and are paying taxes. We may 
not have so many men in congress as for- 
merly, but we have built more industrial 
echools and have organized more savings 


banks, 
Good Negro Is Esteemed. 

‘Within the last two years I have 
been into all of the southern states ex- 
cept two and have made a careful ex- 
amination into the life of our people in 
city, and in country, Wherever I went I 
asked this question of both white and 
black people: How is the negro who owns 
property. is a taxpayer, possesses educa- 
tion ‘and is a man of@hign moral charac- 
ter. treated by the white race? And al- 
most without exception the answer came 
from both races that such an individual 
is more highly regarded than is true of 
the average poverty stricken man. 
long as this is true I shall have the great- 
est faith in the solution of this problem 
through the methods that Tuskegee and 
other institutions are pursuing. 

“In my mind this is the greatest prob- 
Jem that is before our nation. We should 
mo ionger depend for ‘its solution upon 
merely receiving a few yennies by the 

around of the hat.

BRITONS AND PRAISES THE BOERS 


New York, March 18.—About two hun- 
dred people sat down to the fifty-second 
annual banguet of the St. Patrick’s so- 
ciety In Brooklyn tonight. President E. 
J. Carlin, of the society, had with him 
az the guests’ table former Governor 
David B. Hill, Comptroller Bird 8. Culer 
and about a dozen others, 

Mr. Hill on the Boers.. 

Former Governor Hil] made the princi- 
pal speech of the evening. ‘He said ~-in 
part: 

“Every true American rejoices in the 
fact that he lives in a republic. A rep- 
resentative form of government whereby 
the people rule not directly as in a de- 
mocracy, but indirectly through their 
chosen representatives, under a written 
constitution wherein popular rights as 
well as governmental powers are clearly 
defined, constitutes the best form of gov- 
ernment ever devised by man. 

“The distinctions which exist between 
our form of government and that of mon- 
archies, fTmited or otherwise, are particu- 
lar:y emphasized in the recent address 
to parliament of ‘Edward VII, the new 
king of Great Britain and Ire'an4 and 
emperor of India. 

“He assures parliament: that ‘my reia- 
tions with other powers continue to be 
friendly.’ He rejoices that the capitals of 
the two South African republics ‘are in 
my possession’ and he trusts that ‘my 
troops’ will deal effectually with the 
forces of the enemy. 

“Such expressions sound strangely upon 
our ears In free America. Here we would 
tolerate no such assumption of superiori- 
ty and. power as those terms imply. 

Edward and the Boers. 

“The king’s address deserves further no- 
tice in passing. He characterizes the re- 
sistance of the brave Dutch farmers he- 
roically defending their liberties and their 
hearthstqnes as the ‘fruitless guerilla 
warfare maintained by the Boer parti- 
sans in the former territories of the two 
republics.’ He further asserts that ‘their 
easy submission is much to be desired— 
in their own interest,’ and-.then adds, ‘as 
until it takes place it will be impossible 
for me to establish in those colonies in- 
stitutions which will secure equa] rights 
to all the white inhabitants and protec- 
tion and justice to the native population.’ 

“Those are remarkable utterances in 
this progressive and enlightened twen- 
tieth century. We submit that It does 
not render the British cause any more 
righteous by stigmatizing the Boers as 
partisans instead of patriots, nor does it 


gbscure the exact military situetionby 


assumitig to regard their continued stub- 
born resistance as ‘fruitless guerilla war- 
fare.’ 

“The supineness of this great republic 
in the present emergency, while witness- 
ing the destruction of two struggling re- 
publics in South Africa, and the substi- 
tution of a monarchial government in 
their place, is almost incomprehensible. 

“If it be urged in defense of our na- 
tional lethargy that the Monroe doctrine 
presents no objection to the destruction 
of republics elsewhere than upon this 
continent, it may be well answered neither 
did that doctrine contemplate an attempt 
upon our part to extend our jurisdiction 
into the Pacific seas. 

Our Duty Toward Boers. 

“But whether it can be seriously es- 
tablished that there rested upon this na- 
tion the positive duty of interference in 
the first instance to protect its two sis- 
ter republics from annihilation at the 
hands of a monarchial government, it 


is suggested that at least it was our na-- 


tional duty .to insist that the alleged 
grievances of Great Britain, which 
formed the pretext for its warfare upon 
two weak republics should have been 
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submitted to arbitration before hostilities 
were actually opened. 

‘Tt is a singular circumstance’ that 
aside from a mere formal tender of the 
friendly offices of this government to the 


respective belligerents (which Great Brit-: 


ain promptly and rather tartly declined) 
there has been no manifestation of our 
national interest in the outcome of the 
struggle; there has been no protest raised 
against. the cruel consummation of the 
wrong; there has been permitted in con- 
gress not even a mild expression of sym- 
pathy for the struggling republics; and 
they have been confronted, not only with 
a cold neutrality, but with a manifest 
indifferenca to their fate, and there has 
been an apparent abandonment of the 
new American doctrine which was pro- 
claimed so vigorously and effectively in 
1895. 

“But whatever may have been the at- 
titude -which our government has. felt 
constrained to assume, there has never 
been the slightest question of the senti- 
ments of the generous and warm-hearted 
American people upon this subject. Their 
hopes, their prayers and their sympathies 
have been with the gallant Boers in their 
unequal contest with British usurpation. 

Harrison and Boers. 

“I do not violate any confidence when I 
state that at an ingerview which I had 
at Washington on December &th last, 
with ex-President Harrison—one of our 
greatest lawyers and statesmen, whose 
recent death the whole country is now 
lamenting—in discussing some constitu- 
tional questions, not now necessary to be 
mentioned, and reference having been 
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FORMER SENATOR DAVID B. HILL, OF NEW 
Who, on St. Patrick’s Day, Denounced Great Britain and Lauded 
the Boers. 
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made to the South African struggle, he 
suddenly turned to me and, with much 
feeling and impressiveness, said: ‘Gov- 
ernor Hill, I am an American, and my 
sympathies are with the cause of the 
Boers. I cannot help it.’ It was an 
impromptu expression of patriotic senti- 
ment, creditable alike to his head and 
heart, which I shall always remember. 
“It has ever beg? pride. and: our 
boast that we have cordially welcomed to 
our shores the oppressed of every clime. 
Immigration has done much toward build- 
ing up our waste places, toward infusing 
new blood in our councils, toward 
strengthening our resources, and incréas- 
ing the volume of our good citizenship. 
“Especially has the patriotism, the ene 
thusiasm and the industry of our Irish 
fellow citizens, native and adopted, con- 
tributed much to the progress and the 
greatness of our nation. Irish soldiers 
nobly exhibited their American loyalty 
not only during the war for the union, 
but in the recent Spanish-Cuban conflict. 
“‘And, finally, it may be safely asserted 
that the hopes and the aspirations of the 
Irish-American people are centered in the 
success and prosperity of the American 


union,”’ 
Coler on Carnegie. 

Contptroller Coler spoke of Mr. Carne- 
gie’s great gift to the city of New York 
which would reach the plain people, and 
was in harmony with the true, American 
idea, New York had developed more 
rapidly than any other city in the world, 
and that at a speed which must startle 
London, Paris and older cities on the 
other side of the water, and this had 
been accomplished by driving out the bad 
with the good. 


H. CLAY EVANS MAY GO TO JAPAN 
AS SUCCESSOR TO COLONEL BUCK 


Washington, March 18.—{(Special.)— 
There is a well defined report in ad- 
ministration circles that H. Clay Evans, 
the present commissioner of pensions, 
will be appointed to succeed Colonel Buck 
as United States minister to Japan. The 


Georgia leader is to be provided with 
another position either in the diplomat- 
ic service or “something equally as good.” 


In sending Commissioner Evans to Japan [ 


there is no disposition on the part of the 
administration to refiect upon Colonel 
Buck's administration of affairs in Japan. 
On the other hand, the president realizes 
that although Commissioner Evans has 
administered the pension office under 
a strict interpretation of the pension 
laws, he has rendered himself unpopular

, with a large percentage of the old sol- 


dier element and their pension granting 
attorneys. The president entertains the 
highest regard, personally and. officially, 
for Commissioner Evans, and should the 
latter be transferred to Japan, it will be 
considered by Commissioner Evans and 
his friends a vindication of the charges 
made against him by the pension grab- 
bers. 

At the pension office ahd the state de- 
partment no official statement can be ob- 
tained regarding the change in the Jap- 
anese mission. It is a fact, nevertheless, 
that the subject has been talked about in 
administration families for the past six 
weeks. It is also a fact that Commis- 
sioner Evans's family started for Japan 
about four weeks ago. Although it is 


unusual for ladies to be accommodated 
on the government trangports running be- 
tween San Francisco and the Philippines, 
an exception was made in behalf of the 
family of Commissioner Evans. They 
are well on their way to their destina- 
tion by this time. 

It is pretty well understood that the 
successor of Mr. Evans as commissioner 
of pensions will be a western man. The 
president so informed Senators Platt and 
Depew, of New York, a few. days ago. 
They. called at the white house to urge 
the appointment of Colonel John Palmer, 
of Albany. Former Representative and 
former Governor Warner, of Missouri, 
again aspires for the place, and his 
friends claim that his prospects are ex- 
ceedingly bright.

Type of Generosity. 

“Let me give you an example of the 
highest type of generosity and breadth of 
action. A few days ago a black man in 
Alabama, who spent the greater portion 
of his life in slavery. who can neither 
read nor write, found after he had sold 
his crop that he had a surplus of $75. Out 
of this $75 he contributed $10 toward the 
expenses of a white school in his com- 
munity and gave $10 additional to our 
school at Tuskegee. I pray God that 
there may thousands of men and wo- 
men throughout the country who. will 
imitate the example of this ex-slave. 

“Whatever else may happen the negro 
throughout the country is determined, 
with your help. and the encouragement 
of the southern white man, to continue 
getting property, becoming taxpayers, se- 
curing intelligence and jearning to put a 
premium upon high moral character.” —

He 
then went into the insurance business, 
‘representing the Mutual Life, in Mont- 
gomery, the Prudential in Atlanta, and 
the New York Life in both places. 

.* When he came to New Orleans he went 
a great deal in society, and there met 
Miss Emma Sampson, granddaughter of 
Captain Janney, a leading steamboat 
agent, and a confederate veteran, and 
proposed to her. 

Moved to Atlanta. 

They were married in November last, 
and upon the representation of Cain 
that he could do better in Atlanta, they 
moved there, the wife’s relatives in- 
sisting, however, that she should return 
to New Orleans for a visit at the carni- 
val, in February. 

While in Atlanta, Mrs. Cain heard much 
to diaturb her about her husband; that 
he had been married before, of which 
fact he had not informed her, and that 
his first wife was still living. When she 
returned to New Orleans last month, on 
the advice of her relatives and lawyer, 
she wrote her husband, demanding an 
explanation. Cain acknowledged having 
married a Miss Pierce in Gainesville, 
Ga., in 1888, and having four children by 
her. He went into bLusinéss with her 
father in Atlanta, and they failed-in 1898. 
‘His wife and he separated in 1896, and in 
1900 he secured a divorce from her, he 
claimed, on account of abandonment. 

Cain hromised to produce proof of his 
divorce, but failing to do so at the ap- 
pointed time his wife wrote him to for- 
ward her furniture and other things to 
New Orleans, which he did. 

Cain Was Arrested. 

He arrived here today to explain mat- 
ters to his wife and to prove that he was 
divorced. By appointment he met a 
friend of his wife at a drug store and 
showed her what he claimed to be a di- 
vorca paper, but which, the friend as- 
serts, was an insurance policy. 

Believing that Cain was trifling with 
his wife, the relatives had him arrested 
on the charge of bigamy and taken to the 
police station, where an examination 
showed no divorce paper, but a number 
of insurance papers in his pdécket. Cain 
refused to speak tonight beyond giving 
her relatives to know that he was well 
connected and giving the names of his 
brothers, Luther Cain, of Affanta, and I. 
W. Cain, of Conyers, Ga. Mr. Cain se- 
cured the services of Carroll & Carroll, 
and Luzenberg as his attorneys, and 
would not speak, leaving the matter en- 
tirely in their hands.

BLACK EYE FOR THE BONDS 


Wnited States Supreme Court Up- 
holds North Carolina Decision. 


BONDS ISSUED FOR RAILWAY 


Validity Attacked Because of Flaw 
in Legislature’s Act—Constitu- 
tion Held To Be Binding. 


Washington, March 18.—The United 
States supreme court today rendered ‘ts 
opinion in the case of the commissioners 
of Wilkes county, North Cérolina, vs. 
Coler, involving the validity of bonds Is- 
sued by Wilkes county in aid of the 
Nerthwestern Nerth Carolina railroad tn 
1899, under state laws passed in 1868, 1879 
and 1881. 

The principal question involved wa? 
whether the United States courts, in pass- 
ing upon the ceee, should accept the con- 
struction of the state supreme court in 
the matter. Justice Harlan handed down 
the court’s opinion holding the state's 
construction to be binding. The state 
ccurt had held that under the state con- 
stitution a yea and nay vote by the legis- 
lature in authorizing the indebtedness 
wes mandatory. Such a course: had not 
been pursued in euthorizing the bonds, 
and the contention was made that it was 
immaterial. The effect of today’s de- 
cision is opposed to the validity of the 
bonds.

Rockefeller’s Interests To Be Taken | 


In by Steel Trust. 


TO ADD HUNDRED MILLIONS 


To the Capital Stock of the Combine 
Because of Absorption of Rock- 
efeller Interests. 


New York, March 18.—J. P. Morgan & 
Co. today announced that the Lake Iron 
mines, railways and lake transportation 
lines owned by John D. Rockefeller are 
to be taken in by the United States Steel 


Corporation. 

It was reported in Wall street today 
that the capital stock of the new United 
States Steel Corporation will probably be 
increased by $100,000,000 and that this in- 
crease was made necessary by reason of 
the acquisition of the Rockefeller mines 
and properties in the Lake Superior dis- 


trict. 

The attention of Robert Bacon, of J. P. 
Morgan & Co., was called today to the 
report that the time for the deposits of 
stock of the steel companies, which must 
be made on Wednesday, was likely to be 
extended. He said: 

“I think that there will be no necessity 
for that. The great bulk of the stock 
will be in by tomorrow and if some of 
the transfers of the stock are delayed, 
as reported, by technical irregularities or 
by other unpreventable causes, there will 
be no disposition to reject deposits of 
that kind.”’ 

It is understood that 80 to 8 per cent 
of the stock has already been deposited 
and it is probable that the amount de- 
posited by tomorrow night will be 90 per 
cent at least. 

It was also reported that part of the 
increased capital of the United States 
Steel Corporation would be used to take 
over the property of the American Bridge 
Company. This is one of the corpora- 
tions financed by J. P. Morgan & Co. 
The bridge company has $61,000,000 of stock 
outstanding.

Carpenter, a Millionaire of Ohfb, 
Who Owned Magnificent Es- 
tates in Penfhsular State. 
Suicide Was Deliber- 
ately Planned. 


Jacksonville, Fla., March 18.—(Special.) 
F. H. Carpenter, of Ohio, a retired mille 
ionaire, who has visited Florida during 
the winter for a number of years, and 
owns two magnificent estates in this 
state, committed suicide at his winter 
home at LeeSburg this afternoon, by 
placing the muzzle of a gun under his 
chin and firing the same with his foot. 

The suicide was deliberately planned, 
as the gun had not been loaded for some 
days and Mr. Carpenter took the gun and 
ammunition to his room, carefully load- 
ing both barrels, removed his hat, coat 
and co'lar and fired the fatal shot. His 
ead was blown aimost into fragments. 

The suicide was about seventy years of 
age and had been a sufferer for some 
years of heart disease. For the past two 
weeks the suffering had been more iIn- 
tense than usual and people employed on 
his estate had observed that he was los- 
ing his memory and that his miad gener- 
ally was weakening. 

Mr. Carpenter owned a valuable place 
also on Lake George and had real estate 
investments in Jacksonville and other 
cities. In Ohio he owned property in sev- 
eral places, largely in Cincinnati. His

WILL FIGHT TO BITTER END. 


Secretary Hartlin, of Mine Workers, 
Thinks There’ll Be Strike. 
Shamokin, Pa., March 18.—Secretary 
George Hartlin, of district No. 9, of the 

United Mine Workers, said tonight: 

“I think there will be a strike, Although 
the sentiment of the convention was 
against a strike, the men demand recog- 
nition of their union. The operators’ sug- 
gestion to incorporate the union woud 
render the organization ineffective.” It 
could then be controlled by the opera- 
tors, sued for conspiracy and rendered & 
dead organization.”’ 

Miles Dougherty, district organizer, said 
that if the onperatofs refiise to meet the 
men they will cause one of the greatest 
strikes that has ever taken place among 
miners. 

“It will be a fight to the bitter end,” 
he declared. ‘‘The operators do not have 
to meet the men before April Ist. If 
they say they will confer with the miners 
at any time iter and give them a guar- 
antee to that effect, the strike will not 
be declared April Ist. When the order 
for a strike comes every colliery in the 
region will be closed. The men are a 
unit on the subject.” 

President Mitchell Talks. 

Scranton, Pa., March 18.—President 
Mitchell, of the United Mine Workers, to- 
night said it is probab‘te that within the 
next few days he will go to New York 
in an endeavor to bring about a confer- 
ence with the coal operators. In this con- 
nection he said: 

“The matter is entirely In the hands of 
the board. They will exert every effort 
to bring about a meeting between the 
operators and the men. If their efforts 
are unsuccessful then the resolutions 
adopted at the convention will be car- 
ried out.’’ 

The present outlook is far from bright 
for a meeting of the two interests, but 
another strike of the anthracite miners 
will not be declared unless the situation 
becomes such as to absolutely demand it.

Administration Has Entire Confi- 
dence in Governor General Wood. 
Washington, March 18.—In accordance 
with President McKinley’s recent order 
that the treasurer of Cuba should be a 
citizen of that island, Governor General

Secretary Root con- 
firmed the appointment. 

Secretary Root today authorized the 
statement that the administration had 
entire confidence in the conduct of affairs 
in Cuba by Governor General Wood. The 
secretary said that the recent course of 
General Wood in connection with the 
constitutional convention had been re- 
ported fully to Washington and that he 
and the president approved General 
Wood's action up to this time. 

This statement was brought eut by re- 
ports that the administration was dis- 
satisfied with the course of General Wood 
and that some of the official informa- 
tion forwarded to Washington did not ac- 
curafely reflect the real condition of af- 
fairs in Cuba.

Macon, Ga;, March 18.—tSpecial.)—The 
people of Macon were deeply grieved and 
surprised today to hear of the death of 
Captain J. D. Stetson, which occurred 
this morning about 9 o’clock at his resi- 
dence on College street. The public had 
known for some time that Captain St¢t- 
son was in bad health’ from Bright's dis- 
ease and his condition precarious, but not 
even his family anticipated that the end 
was so near. It was thought that he 
would live for some time. But this morn- 
ing there was a rapid ‘change for the 
worse and his passing away was sudden 


and painless. 

Captain Stetson was ‘one of Macon's 
most prominent finan¢iérs, In 1891 he 
came to this city from Hawkinsville to 
accept the position of vice president of 
the American Nationaj hank, which place 
he has held ever since and did much to 
make it one of the leadme' banking in- 
stitutions of the state. He was also a 
director of the Merritt Hardware Com- 
pany and of the Taylor &' Peek Drug 
Company, of Macon, anda director or the 
Georgia and Alabama railroad. 

At the time of his deatn he. was presi- 
dent of the Hawkinsville Bank and Trust 
Company, an institution which he found- 
ed, filling successively therein the position 
of cashier, vice president and president. 

Captain Stetson was a trustee of Mercer 
university and chairman of the prudential 
committee of the board. He aiways 
manifested great interest in the affairs 
ef the ‘university: “He was a Baptist by 
profession of faith, a. sincere Christian 
and an earnest church worker. 

Captain Stetson was vwurn near - Mil-4 
ledgeville on May 29, 1846, and was nearly 
fifty-five years old when he died. He was 
@ gallant confederate soldier and won 
laurels as a captain. At the close of the 
war he went to Savannah and engaged in 
the cotton business with J. W. Lathrop 
& Co. In 1872 he removed to Hawkins- 
ville as their representative and in time 
pecame prominently identified with the ; 
business life of that place and remained 
there continuously until oe removed to 
Macon in 1891. He married Miss Eugenia 
Pate, of Hawkinsville, in 1872. She and 
four children survive him, namely: J. 
Pate, Eugene W., James D., Jr., and Mrs.

EARLY PEACHTREES SUFFERED | 


— 


Petals Intact bat Ground Under 
Trees Covered with Dead Blooms. 
Late Reaches Safe. 


Albany, Ga., March 18.—(Special.)—This 
section is just waking up to the 
fact that~- the last cold snap ieft 
a severe blight on : 
Not only were truck gardéns seri- 
ously Gamaged, but many: fruit trees rus- 
tained injuries from whicn they cannot 
recover this season. 

There was not only an exceptionally 
heavy frost throughout this section night 
before last, but the temperature fell low 


enough for ice to form out of doors. Yes- 


terday morning it did not appear, how- 
ever, that fruit trees had been injured. 
The blooms seemed to be intact, and it 
was thought that the fruit crop was safe. 

Investigation made today, however, 
shows that the damage resulting fr»m the 
freeze is far from inconsiderable, While 
the petals of peach blooms ars intact, 
their tender, vital parts are dead, and the 
ground beneath hundreds of trees is 
sprinkled with withered trophies of the 
frost kir.g. 

As is well known, the curly varieties of 
peuches bloom latest, ani the Elberta 
orchards in this section have, therfore, 
escaped. That the later varieties have 
been seriously damaged cannot, however, 
be doubted, and the discoveries made to- 
dsy are discouraging to a good many 
fruit men.

Judge Defends His Actions on the 
Bench. ! 


BYNUM’S SPEECH FOR DEFENSE 


Quotes Supreme Court Decisions in 
Similar Cases—The Impeach- 
ment Trial at Raleigh. 


Raleigh, N. ©., March 18.—(Special.)— 
Today’s morning session of the impeach- 
ment trial was entirely consumed by W. 
P. Bynum, Jr., in the opening speech 
for the defendant judges. His speech re- 
lated solely to questions of law regarding 
impeachable offenses and citing defects 
in charges contained in the impeachment 
articles. Taking up North Carolina su- 
preme court decisions since 179 in cases 
similar to one complained of, he showed 
a long record of decisions justifying the 
judges in their action. He argued that 
errors of judgment were not impeachable, 
even if the consequences were evil, and 
contemded that the order for a writ of 
mandamus was never made by the su- 
preme court. The clerk of court issucd 
it on advice of individual members of the 
court. He declared the integrity and 
probity of the personal and official con- 
duct of the judges were in their favor in 
a question of corrupt or partisan motive. 

Chief Justice Furches was on the stand 
all the afternoon. He took up thirty-six 
“office holding’ cases which have been 
decided in the past four years; showed 
the question involved in each and the 
ground for the decision all relating back 
to the case of Hoke vs. Henderson, de- 
cided in 1834, saying the decisions were 
all unantmous until 1899, when Judge 
Clark (democrat) began to dissent. He 
showed that out of the thirty-six cases 
twenty-four had been decided in favor of 
democrats, as evidence of his taking no 
account of politics In any case: sald he 
had never seen Theophilus White, the 
party plaintiff in the case the impeach- 
ment is for; that no ofder to issue man- 
damus was ever made by the court as a 
court, that only the individual opinion of 
members was given; that a motion to 
that effect was not heard for the reason 
that nothing was before the court and 
for the same reason Clark’s protest and 
| dissenting opinion were not permitted to 
be made a record of the court. He sol- 
emnly declared that no thought of par- 
tisan bias had ever entered his mind, but 
that every act and decision of his had 
been in keeping with long settled princi- 
ples of law, dating back to the earliest 
record of jurisprudence in North Caro- 
lina.

HER NOVEL SUIT 


Wanted Damages From Rail- 
road Company. 


HER HUSBAND WAS KILLED 


Railroad Promised To Send Remains 
Home if Wife Would Not Bring 
Suit—Judge Decides That 
the fRelease Stands 
Good. 


Charleston, 8. C., March 17.—(Special.)— 
A suit for $10,000 damages against ex- 
Governor Daniel H. Chamberlain, of 
South Carolina, acting as receiver of the 
South Carolina railway, has been end- 
ed in the United States circuit court here. 
The case was novel and interesting. It 
was brought by Josephine Baxter, as ad- 
ministratrix of William L. Baxter, who 
was found dead on the railroad in this 
city in June, 1892. The case has been 
on the docket since that time. There 
was nothing to show that Baxter had 
been killed through any negligence of the 
railroad, but as a matter of precaution 
the receiver secured from the Baxter 
family a ‘‘release,’’ which was meant to 
stop any action for damage. The rail- 
road entered this release as a defense. 

When the wife of Baxter, then in Co- 
lumbia, was notified of the accident she 
sought transportation to Charleston, but 
it was not granted. An agreement was 
made, howeyer, that tlge railroad would 
prepare the body for burial and ship it to 
Columbia free of cost if the family would 
not bring suit, and the wife and moth- 
er of the deceased were each given $1 
as a further stipulation. Instead of pur- 
chasing a fine coffin, as the family had 
expected, the railroad people shipped the 
body in a cheap pine coffin, and the evi- 
dence in court showed that the body 
had been carelesly handled. Judge 
Simonton declared that the action of the 
agent in this matter could not be criti- 
cised too strongly. Mrs. Baxter alleged 
that the release had begn obtained by 
duress; that it was induced by false rep- 
resentation, and that the paper read over 
to her was not the paper she _ signed. 
Judge Simonton ruled, however, that 
there was no proof to show duress. The 
distress of the family, he said, was piti- 
ful, but that sentiment had no place in 
the administration of law. The court 
held that the release was binding, and 
the suit was dismissed.

NINETEEN HOUSES BUBNED

Amount Demanded by the Lawtons 
for Naval Station Site Con- 
sidered Exorbitant. 


Charleston, 8S. C., March 18.—(Special.) 
The property which will be needed by 
the government for the naval station 
site at Chicora park has not been pur- 
chased, and a, hitch is still on between 
the owners and the navy department. 
Rear Admiral Endicott, who has received 
the report of the board of survey, says 
he will not give more than $200 per acre 
for the land, which was the price origi- 
nally agreed upon, and a price which 
the admiral considered just and reason- 
This land is owned by Mrs. W. 
W. Lawton. The admiral has called at- 
tention to the fact that it is a matter 
of record that B rinebon in the immediate 
vicinity recently sold for $20 an acre and 
he does not wish to have it appear that 
the government is being imposed upon. 
Unless a_i satisfactory agreement is 
reached it is probable that another site 
will be recommended, as the government 
will not pay exorbitant sums for lands 
which would be selling at a high rate at 
$50 an acre under ordinary circumstances. 

Some people here are afraid that 
Charleston may lose the naval station 
if the Lawtons persist in holding out 
for exorbitant prices. Condemnation pro- 
ceedings, which have been suggested 
would quickly end the difficulty and a 
Charleston jury would fix a sum which 
would be reasonable and not enormous. 

The amount appropriated for the naval 
station will not be available until July 
Ist, but the navy department is desirous 
of having all legal difficulties settled and 
titles secured so that work can be started 
promptly in July. No further proposi- 
tions have been submitted to Mrs. Law- 
ton or her representative, and the de- 
partment is figuring on other sites. The 
difficulties facing the navy department 
are not relished by business people here, 
as there is general desire to have the 
negotiations ended at once and in a way 
which will not make it appear that the 
government is being gouged.

Washington, March 18.—The state Ce- 
pertment, through Minister Loomis, re- 
cently lodged a most vigorous vrotest to 
“the Venezuelan government = against 
further interference with Mr. Baiz, the 
United States consular agent at Barce- 
lona, Venezuela. It knows nothing of the 
last reported infringement of his liberty, 
.. but it is presumed that the affair is con- 

nected direct!y with the troubles which 

led to the first protest. 

Ignatio M. Baiz is not a citizen of the 
'United States, a fact that may add to 
. the difficulty which our government will 
*experiente in protecting him, as it is de- 

termined to do. He was born in St. 
Thomas, and is a Danish citizen, so far 
as is known here, but, having an exequa- 
tur issued by the Venezuelan government 
recognizing him as a United States con- 
evlar agent, the state department has de- 
cided that he is entitled to the protection 
of the United States government. 

It appears that he is engaged in bust- 
ness, and became involved in trouble 
with the Venezuelan military by resisting 
an attempt to coliect a forced loan from 
him. More thon a month ago, the state 
department forwarded its instruction to 
Minister Loomis to represent to the Vene- 
zuelan government that thess annoying 
interferences with our officials must 
cease, but so far no results have appear- 
ed. 

To Force Morocco To Settle. 
The state department is giving renewed 

‘attention to the settlement of the claims 
against the government of Morocco. The 
claim of the heirs of Marcus Ezagui, wno 
Was murdered at Fez in June last, has 
been adjusted by the payment of $5,000. 
But there are other cleims equally mer- 
itcrious which have not been satisfac- 
torily adjusted. Recently the state de 
partment gave these consideration, all ef- 
forts on the .part of Mr. Gummere, the 
coreul gereral at Tangier, to adjust them 
having. proved ineffective. 

Under these circumstances a_ special 
mission, following in this respect the 
practice of other governments, seemed 
necessary. Instructions to this -nd to- 
day were sent to Mn” Gummere, as well 

as a further instruction to demand an 
fpolegy for an apparent discourtesy on 
the part of the grand vizier, and the min- 
_ {ster of foreign affairs, in attempting to 
defeat the purpose of the state depart- 
ment in dispetching a special mission to 


‘Morocco City. 
The armored cruiser New York, with 
Admiral Rodgers aboard, is rapidly near- 
ing Gibraltar with: every prospect of 
reaching Tangier by the end of this week. 
She will take Mr. -Gummere aboard and 
convey him to Mazargan, where the con- 
sul general will disembark and go over- 
land to the Moorish capital. The New 
York will remain at Mazargan under his 
orders until some sort of a settlement is 
reached, and Mr. Gummere was today 
notified to this effect. 
Peru Will Pay Fowks Claim. 
United States Minister Duley, at Lima, 
Peru, cabled the state department todav 
that the government of Perw had offered 
to settle for the sum of 3,000 soles, the 
Fowks claim, and he was immediately in- 
structed to accept the offer. The claim 
originated in 1894. William Fowks was an 
American merchant living at Tumbez, 
and the military authorities subjected 
him to a forced loan, and imprisoned him 
for twenty-four hours. A claim Was pre- 
ferred against Peru for $5,000 on his ac- 
count, but the government proffered 3,000 
soles (a sole being equivalent to 48 cents), 
and the claimant expressed his willing- 
ness to accept that sum. 


TOWN IS WIPED OUT BY FIRE. 


Bismarck, Mo., Little Better Than 
Ash Heap—Loss $100,000. 

St. Louis, March 18.—The little town of 
Bismarck, Mo., situated seventy-five 
miles from St. Louis on the Iron Moun- 
tain railroad, was almost wiped out of 
existence by fire today. Leading busi- 
ness houses and many residences were 
burned. The-loss is estimated at $100,000, 
with very little insurance. The fire start- 
ed in a barber shop and spread rapidly in 
all directions, the inhabitants of the 
town being without means of fighting the 
flames. 
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| PREACHERS LIKE THE ARMY’ 


Competition To Secure Chaplaincies 


of 


SCORES OF APPLICATIONS. 


Over Four Hundred on File—Bish- 
ops Fall Into Habit of Pro- 
fessional Politician. 


Washington, March 18.—(Special.)— 
When President McKinley returns from 
General Harrison’s funeral he will find 
awaiting him three hundred army ap- 
pointments prepared by the war depart- 
ment. If the designations mage at the 
department meet the approval of the 
president, he will sign the commissions 
and gladden the hearts of three hundred 
anxious applicants for executive favor. 
The number of disappointments which 
will result when the list is announced 
is beyond computation. 

Among the designations made are sev- 
eral army chaplains. The competition for 
the religious appointments has been keen 
and aggressive. There are now on file 
at the war department an even four 
hundred applications from ministers ¢f 
various denominations who desire to be- 
come the spiritual advisors of the Amer!i- 
can soldiers. The law provides for fifty- 
seven chaplains. There are now in the 
service thirty-four, and “under the new 
army bill the president has the authority 
to appoint twenty-three more. 

The records of the war department 
show that at present the various religious 
denominations are represented as follows: 
Methodist, 11; Episcopalian, 8; Presbyte- 
rian, 6; Catholic, 4; Baptist, 2; Christian, 
1; Congregational, 1; Lutheran, 1. It will 
be seen that at present the Methodist 
church has the largest representation in 
the corps of army chaplains, with the 
Episcopal church a close second. In mak- 
ing these religious appointments, it is 
the intention of President McKinley to 
be governed largely by the recommenda- 
tions of the heads of the various de- 
nominations and thus eliminate as far as 
possible everything that savors of politi- 
cal influence. It appears, however, that 
bishops, presiding elders and other ruling 
dignitaries of the various denominations 
upon whom the president was inclined 
to lean for advice and counsel in mak- 
ing these appointments have uncon- 
sciously, perhaps, fallen into the practice 
of the professional politician, and in a 
number of instances recommended more 
than one man for the same place. Such 
recommendations are frequently fatal to 
the candidates thus indorsed. 

The pay of a chaplain in the army is 
$1,500 a year with such allowances for 
quarters, forage, etc., as are allowed to a 
captain in thé various staff departments. 
One chaplain is provided for each regi- 
ment of cavalry and infantry and twelve 
chaplains for the artillery corps. An in- 
crease of salary follows in accordance 
with the length of service in the army, 
so that if a chaplain remains in the 
service long enough he may ultimately 
receive $2,400 a year and the usual allow- 
ance. Those who are assigned to cavalry 
regiments are allowed an additional al- 
lowance for forage, whick includes the 
horse and his keeper.

Washington, March 18.—Commissioner 
of Indian Affairs Jonas has instructed 
In¢ian Agent Hazlitt, of Fort Defiance 
reservation, Arizona, to take all neces- 
Sary steps to bring back Navajo Indians 
who the supervisor of the Grand Canon 
forest reserve reports are trespassing on 
that reserve. This report, received from 
Agent Hazlitt today, says that Navajo 
Indians have ertered that reserve with 
their flocks and are hunting and driving 
ali game out of the country. The agent 
reports that the Indians have raised al- 
most nothing for two years, and hunger 
and fear of losing their Aocks may induce 
them to take chances in trespassing on 

the forest reserve. 
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LEAKS AT WAR DEPARTMENT. 


No Investigation as to Disclosure of 
Military Secrets. 
Washington, March 18.—It was said at 
the war department today that no in- 
vestigation has been started as to how 
military secrets become known to foreign 
attaches staticned in Washington. This 
statement was called out by a report that 
the state department had asked the war 
department to institute such an investi- 
8tion, and that the inquiry actually had 

egun. 

In authoritatively disposing of the re- 
pert it was pointed out that the war de- 
Jartment sought to give every proper 
facility to the foreign military attaches, 
admitting them to our arsenals, etc., and 


that the limitations placed upon them 


were comparatively few.

PUT IN GRAVES 
WHILE LIVING 


Fearful Atrocities Perpelrated on 
Natives by Insurgenis, 


INNOCENT MEN MURDERED 


And Some of Them Were Buried 
Alive—Some of the Criminals 
' Captured and Condemned. 
School Laws for the 
Philippines. 


Washington, March 18.—The records in 
the cases of thirty-four Filipino natives 
charged with various offenses against 
military discipline in the Philippines, in- 
cluding murder, treason and other acts 
of violence, has been received at the war 
department. 

These records make plain the methods 
pursued by the insurgents to terrorige 
the native inhabitants of the islands and 
show cases of atrocities committed upon 
the latter where they declined to complv 
with the demands and the exactions of 
the so-called Filipino government. 

In one case nine armed insurgent sym- 
pathizers seized a family of five persqns 
and killed them with bolos. The motive 
for the murder was the punishment af 
the family for refusing to pay taxes in 
support vf the insurgent government. 
The guilty natives were sentenced to hard 
labor for thirty years. 

In another case, under the orders of 4 
lieutenant colonel in the insurgent forces, 
a native was seized, bound and made to 
sit down while a soldier “held his head 
and with a knife cut his throat.” The 
murderer was condemned to be hanged. 

Innocent Men Murdered. 

Most of the other cases were cases of 
the murder of innocent Filipinos by al- 
leged soldiers and officers of the insurgent 
army, several of whom are described as 
notorious outlaws. The most atrocious 
case is that of Eusebio Rojas, styling 
himself a lieutenant of infantry in the 
insurgent forces under the command of 
Alejandrino, an outlaw. who claimed to 
exercise summary power over the lives 
and property of the natives who did not 
bear arms against the United States, 
and who conceived it to be his duty to 
rob and murder law-abiding people living 
within his so-called military jurisdiction. 
Going in ordinary dress and taking with 
him a few followers, he secretly seized 
his unsuspecting neighbors, a man at a 
time, and taking them into the forest, 
proceeded in two instances to bury them 
alive. Rojas denied his responsibility for 


the murder of the men buried alive, but | 


concluded by saying: 

“Alli my actions have been in. pursuance 
to the orders of my superior officer.” 

This man was ordered to be hanged. 


School Law for Philippines. 

Quite a number of acts of the Philip- 
pine commission, as promulgated by the 
military authorities in the islands, have 
been received at the war department. 
One of the most important, that for es- 
tablishing a department of public instruc- 
tion in the fslands, already has been 
briefly reported by cable from Manila. It 
provides for a general department of »ub- 
lic instruction with a central office at 
Manila under the direction of a general 
superintendent to be appointed by the 
commission at a salary of $6,000 per an- 
num. Schools are to be established in 
every pueblo in the archipelago where 
practicable, and those already established 
shall be reorganized where necessary. 
There are to be ten school divisions in 
the archipelago, each with a division 
superintendent, and there is to be a 
superior advisory board composed of the 
general superintendent and four members 
to be appointed by the Philippine com- 
mission, who shall consider the general 
subject of education in the islands an@& 
make regulations, etc. 

To Introduce English. 

According to the act, the English lan- 
guage, as soon as practicable, shall be 
made the basis of all public instruction 
and soldiers may be detailed as instruc- 
tors until replaced by trained teachers. 
Authority is given to the general super- 
intendent to obtain from the United 
States 1,000 trained teachers at salarjes 
of not less than $75 nor more than $100 per 
month, the salary to be fixed according 
to the efficiency of the teacher. The act 
provides that no teacher or other person 
“shall teach or criticise the doctrines of 
any church, religious sect or denomina- 
tion, or shall attempt to influence the 
pupils for or against any church or re- 
ligious sect in any public school.”’ Vio-

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lation of this section is made punishable 
by summary dismissal from the public 
service. It is provided, however, that 
it may be lawful for the priest or min- 
ister of the pueblo where the school is 
situated to teach religion for one-half 
hour three times a week in the school 
building to pupils whose parents desire it, 
but if any priest, minister or religious 
teacher uses this opportunity ‘“‘for the 
purpose of arousing disloyalty, to the 
United States or of discouraging the at- 
tendance of pupils, or interfering with 
the discipline ,of schools,’’ the division 
superintendent may forbid such offending 
priest from entering the school building 
thereafter. 

The act also provides for a normal 
school at Manila for the education of na- 
tives in the science of teaching. It an- 
propriates $400,000 for school buildings, 
$220,000 for textbooks and other supplies 
for the current calendar year; $25,000 for 
the normal school, $16,000 for the organi- 
zation and maintenance of a trade school 
in Manila, and the same amount for 4 
school of agriculture. 

Insurgents Are Barred. 

Among the other acts is one declaring 
all persons in arms against the authority 
of the United States in the Philippine 
fsiands and all persons aiding or abet- 
ting them on the first day of April, 1901, 
or thereafter, ineligible to hold any office 
of honor,.trust or profit in the Philippine 
islands. : 

Another act provides for the free ad- 
mission into the islands of all supplies 
and materials for the use of the drmy 
or navy or of the insular government. 
Still another act provides that the heads 
of departments and officers in the Philip- 
pine civil service shall require of all 
employees not less than six hours of labor 
each day, not including the time for 
lunch, and exclusive of Sundays and pub- 
lic holidays. Provision for leaves of ab- 
sence with pay is as follows: Employees 
receiving less than $600, fifteen days; be- 
tween $600 and $1,000, twenty days; from 
$1,000 to $1,800, thirty days, and above 
$1,800, thirty-five days’ leave. 

Government of Marinduque.

The question of attaching this island of 
Marinduque to the province of Tayabas, 
discussed by the American Philippine 
commission since their arrival here, has 
been decided in the negative. The senti- 
ment of the people was wholly in favor 
of forming a separate province. A pop- 
ulation. of 50,000 was represented during 
the discussion, and the commission has 
met intelligent delegations from all the 
towns on the island. 

Major Smith, commanding the American 
garrisons on this island, has issued an 
order requiring all natives to live in the 
five principal towns where American 
troops are stationed. Those natives who 
continue to live in the country will be 
considered insurgents. 

A few insurgents have recently been 
killed or wounded near these towns and 
their supplies have been destroyed. 

The American Philippines commission 
will soon prepare a recommendation to 
President McKinley on the character and 
form of the general civil government to 
be established in the archipelago. The 
matter has as yet received but informal 
consideration. — ,

Thieves and Kidnapers Are al 
Work in Kansas City 


STOLE TRAY OF DIAMONDS 


Then Writes Jeweler He Must Send 
$1,000 for Return of Gems or 
His Boy Will Be Stolen. 

The Boy Is Under 
Guard. 


Kansas City, March 18.—A theft of $3,000 
worth of diamonds from Edwards & 
Sloan, wholesale jewelers, and a threat 
to kidnap the young son of George H. Ed- 
wards unless $1,000 should be paid im- 
mediately for the return of the gems, 
is a story with which the local detectives 
are wrestling. The boy is being guarded 
closely. 


The theft, according to the statements. 


made public today by detectives, o¢curred 
late Monday afternoon last. The gems 
disappeared mysteriously from the firm's 
storerooms in the downtown district and 
all efforts to trace them have proved 


unavailing. 

On the following morning Mr. Edwards 
received a letter containing a proposi- 
tion to return the diamonds upon the 
payment of $1,000. The letter stipulated 
that the money must be in twenty dollar 
bills, be wrapped in a package and left at 
midnight Wednesday at Fortieth and Mc- 
Gee streets, in the southern part of the 
city. The letter expressly stated that 
the package should be sent out by Wil- 
liam Dearduff, one of the firm’s clerks, 
and closed by threatening to kidnap Mr. 
Edwards’s son if the money was not 
forthcoming. Mr. Edwards immediately 
had his son taken out of school and he 
has since been guarded at the Edwards 
house. 

Wednesday night Dearduff, with a 
package of waste paper, went alone to 
the corner designated. In his story to 
the detectives Dearduff says he was met 
by two men, one of whom demanded a 
package and then commented: 

“Now you turn back and don’t look 
back and don’t say a word for twenty- 
four hours.”’ 

The next day Dearduff reported that 
he had found the missing tray in Nhe 
basement of the Keith and Perry build- 
ing. Later he reported that while work- 
ing in the basement some one had stab- 
bed him in the back. The wound was 
trifling. He could not give a description 
of his assailant. The detectives are still 
working on the Case. 

Threaten To Steal Daughter. 

Toledo, O., March 18.~—At the next ses- 
sion of the Ohio general assembly Rep- 
resentative W. C.,Gear, of Upper San- 
dusky, will introduce an anti-kidnaping 
bill. He has received three letters threat- 
ening to kidnap and mutilate his daughter 
unless $500 be left in an old shoe at a 
certain place. The writers threatened to 
put out the girl’s eyes with a red hot 
poker and fire the Gear residence. 


CRASHED INTO STREET CAR. 


Several Persons Badly Hurt in Col- 
lision at Richmond. 

Richmond, Va., March 18.—Late tonight 
a Chesapeake and Ohio locomotive 
crashed into a street car at a crossing in 
the lower part of the city, with the re- 
sult that the motorman and several pas- 
sengers were badly injured. Among the 
hurt is Police Sergeant Jones Otey, one 
of whose feet was cut off. 


Killed by Collapse of Bridge. 
Guthrie, O. T., March  18.—William 
Casey, aged fifty years, was instantly 
killed today, and his sons, Charles ghd 
John Casey and M. D. Casey, and an un- 
known man, were seriously injured by 
the collapse of a bridge across the Cot- 
tonwood river, a few miles east of Cash- 
ion.

Believed That Trouble at Tien Tsin 


Will Be Settled by Diplomacy, 
Possibly Arbitration—Re- 
ported Von Waldersee 
Has Interfered. 


London, March-18.—On the highest offi- 
cial authority the Associated Press is au- 
thorized to announce that the difficulty 
at Tien Tsin between the Russians’ and 
British over the construction of a rail- 
road siding in territory claimed by both 
#ill probably be solved by the withdrawal 
of both the British and Russian troops 
from the ground in digpute. 

There is a disposition here to think too 
much has been made of the Anglo-Rus- 
@ian incident at Tien Tsin and a more 
hopeful view of the affair is taken today. 
This is aided by the statement contained 
in Dr. Morrison’s dispatch from Pekin 
yesterday to The London Times, which is 
‘taken to mean that the combined efforts 
of the interested powers are having the 
effect of causing St. Petersburg to check 
any tendency to undue aggressiveness on 
the part of the Russian representatives in 
China. 

Depend on Diplomacy. 

The comments of the afternoon news- 
papers here repeat the views of the ma- 
jority of the morning papers, namely, 
that diplomacy wil] be abe to smooth the 
friction.

MRS. HALL NOT IN COURT 


Application of Percival and Norton 
To Be Named Administrators 
Denied—Value of Estate. 


Bridgeport, Conn., March 18.—After a 
long hearing in the probate court Judge 
Nobbs tonight denied the application of 
Edward 8. Percival and Edward L. Nor- 
ton for appointment as administrators of 
the estate of the late Millionaire George 
F. Gilman. The application was sup- 
ported by some of the heirs only and @ 
further hearing on the question will be 
held tomorrow. 

Mrs. Helen Hall made no appearance 
today, either in person or by counsel and 
her alleged claims on the estate formed 
no part of the praceedings. After the 
hearing tonight an ‘extended conference 
took place between the various counsel, 
but apparently with no result, and the 
day closed with suggestions of an appeal 
by one party or the other, whatever the 
final decision of the court. 

Claims of Mrs. Hall. 

With the non-appearance of Mrs. Hall 
in court the question was opened as to 
what her claims, if any, on the estate 
might be. Hear failure to appear was 
considered as prima facie evidence that 
she would take no part fn the contest 
over the administration of the estate, and 
the concurrent opinion tonight is that 
her share in the property of the million- 
aire tea, merchant must depend upon 
some deed executed befote his death. In 
this event it will not be until the actual 


‘administration of the estate begins that 


the mystery will be solved. 
Mrs. Hall was again asked today as to 
her position and the nature of her claim, 


but she declined to say a word. There — 


was a rumor, however, that she had a 
deed to the mansion in Black Rock and 
other property. 

Discovered Some Gilman Money. 

New York, March 18.—The disposal of 
the estate of the late George F. Gilman, 
Bridgeport, Conn., continues to at- 
tract attention both in this city and at 
Bridgeport, Conn. 

It is announced by one of the heirs that 
Theopilus Gilman and Edward L. Horton, 
the administrators appointed in New 
York, have discovered $106,000 to the 
credit of George F. Gilman in the Na- 
tional Bank of North America, in New 
York city. Aside from the $780,000 worth 
of real estate involved in the partition 
suit instituted in the New York supreme 
court last Monday by Frazier and The- 
ophilus Gilman, half-brothers, this bank 
account is the most valuable asset known 
to have been found by the administrators 
in their search through strong boxes and 
safety deposit vaults.

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CONDUCT OF THE BOER WAR. 


Lord Salisbury Shuns Investigation. 


Roberts Hopes for Peace. 

London, March 18.—In the house of lords 
today the premier, Lord Salisbury, re- 
plying to inquiries on the subject of an 
investigation into the conduct of the war 
in South Africa, said the government had 
not make any promise to institute an in- 
vestigation. He feared that a full, just 
and equitable inquiry would lead to a re- 
newal of the same species of regrettable 
discussion as occurred during the ex- 
change of speeches between Lord Wolse- 
ley and Lord Lansdowne. Still, if the 
government was urged to make an in- 
quiry, it could not refuse without casting 
suspicions upon the army. 

Lord Rosebery wished to know when the 
government had washed its hands of the 
inquiry who had promised it. 

Lord Salisbury suggested the appoint- 
ment of a preliminary commission to in- 
quire into the promise, whereupon the 
subject was dropped. 

Lord Roberts, in a letter to a corre- 
spendent, expresses a confident hope that 
Lord Kitchener will soon be able to se- 
cure peace in South Africa, but thus far 
there is no sign from Pretoria or Cape 
Town that peace is near. 

The latest news is that General Flourie, 
with 800 men, escaped Sunday from the 
British columns that were endeavoring 
to corner the commando east of Bloem- 
fontein. Further big operations wil) be 
started in Orange River colonly within a 
few days. 

General Ian Hamilton, addressing the 
Authors’ Club, in London, last evening, 
made the curious suggestion that the 
Boer prisoners should be sent to Canada 
to work the railways, where they would 
learn the English language and become 
imbued with English sentiments.

COSSACKS LASH 
GIRLS AND BOYS 


Riotous Scenes -in Streets of} 


St, Petersburg, 


STONES HURLED AT TROOPS 


Many People Injured and 800 Stu- 
dents Arrested—Demonstration 
in Memory of Girl Who 
Suicided To Save Her 
Honor. 


St. Petersburg, March 18.—The students 
organized today what was intended to 
be an imposing demonstration in front of 
the cathedral of Our Lady of Kazan, the 
occasion being the anniversary of the 
death of Vetrora, the girl who committed 
suicide some years ago in the dungeon 
of the political prison in the fortress of 
St. Peter and St. Paul in uwrder to escape 


infamous persecutions. 

Immense crowds assembled on the prin- 
cipal street of the city and the adjacent 
‘thoroughfaires. The military in even 
greater numbers occupied the district, 
closed the entrances of ull houses and 
shops, patrolled the streets and time 
after time cleared the pavement, making 

‘any arrests, including teachers and pu- 

of the higher grade girls’ school. 
ral of these young women resisted 
“arrest. 

The demonstration was ueld, but owing 
to the presence of the troops it was rather 
a mild affair, although for a time serious 
consequences seemed likely to follow the 
brutality of the cossacks in driving back 
the people with whips. 

There Was Fierce Fighting. 

Special disatches: from St. Petersburg 
describe fierce fighting between the 
demonstrators and the cossacks. The lat- 
ter charged the mob at a gallop and the 
people replied with volleys of stones. 

A cossack officer who was struck on the 
head by an iron bo't was unhorsed. The 
cossacks, on seeing thefr leader fall, 
dismounted and engaged in a hand-to- 
hand fight, using their whips freely on 
the people, many of whom were injured 
seriously, although nobody was killed. 
Altogether eight hundrea students were 
arrested. 

A number of students who had recently 
protested against the excommunication of 
Count Tojstol asseembled inside the ca- 
thedral and began smoking, shouting. 
throwing things at the holy images and 
whistling while the sacred elements were 
being prepared for the sacrament. There- 
upon the congregation pegan to thrust 
the disturbers outside and a general fight 
ensued. 

One of the cathedra] banners was seized 
by the students who used it in the fight- 
ing outside the cathedral, where the 
declamations ‘were thrown among the 
crowd containing such phrases as ‘‘Long 
live liberty and free government,’’ and 
“Down with the czar!’’ and “Down with 
rotten officials!’ 

Finally the students unfurled a red flag 
and an attempt by the police to seize it 
was the signal for a ‘general fight. 


WESTERN AND SOUTHERN 
YOUTHS MINGLED AT FORT 


‘ MERICAN citizens are now being 


turned into American soldiers at Fort 

McPherson and the transformation 
makes a pleasant picture for those who 
visit, the military post. 

The Twenty-sixth regiment of regulars 
is being rapidly formed at the fort, and 
within a month men who are now novices 
in military tactics will be well rounded 
into the work of the soldiers. Under the 
new army bill the Twenty-sixth is the 
first regiment added to the forces of reg- 
ulars, and it is in Atlanta that the new 
regiment is to be knocked into shape and 
made ready for the service. A trained 
soldier was needed to prepare the first adl- 
dition to the force of regulars, and Colo- 
nel John M. French, who has seen forty 
years of service, was sent to the fort here 
to direct the work. Colonel French's ap- 
pointment as an officer in the regular 
army, made in the sixties, shows that he 
is a veteran and thoroughly competent 
to turn a recruit into a finished private 
or officer, commissioned or non-commis- 
sioned, 

At the fort there are now one battalion 
complete and two battalions only a few 
men short. The first battalion was en- 
listed at San Francisco. It js made up 
of slope boys—youngsters whose lungs 
have been expanded by breezes from the 
Pacific and who show their strength by 
their walk and bearing. 

One hundred and ten men were enrolled 
at the Presidio within a few days and 
were rushed through to Atlanta on a 
special train. It was a motley crowd 
that landed at Fort McPherson when that 
110 men left the two trains. No two were 
dressed alike; no two looked alike and it 
was without method or discipline they 
entered the post grounds. 

On the afternoon of their arrival the 
men were thrown upon the parade ground 
and inspected by Colonel French. The 
eye of the soldier glanced over the bat- 
talion and in a few minutes his orders 
forming companies were issued. A few 
days later uniforms were handed out and 
today Colonel French prides himself on 
the work that slope battalion of the new 
Twenty-sixth can do. The men have a 
wonderful exactness in their work and 
the captains—all trained soldiers—are vie- 
ing with each other in making a com- 
pany record. 

Two of the battalions are being formed 
here and will be made up solely of south- 
ern boys. -Both of these are, as has been 
stated, about complete. The men in line 
show the stalwart frame of the Georgia, 
Alabama and South Carolina farmer boy. 
Ruddy cheeks, well rounded forms and 
quick beaming eyes are the characteris- 
tics of these southern youths. Every 
movement shows the spirit they have in 
their work. Quick to learn, anxious to 
do their duty, each one gives promise of 
making a good soldier. 

Unlike the ‘Frisco contingent, the 
southern boys are yet without uniforms. 
Still, in their work there is a precision of 
movement which indicates their aptness 
for the work. 

‘T like the appearance of these men,” 
said Colonel French as the body moved 
across the drill ground, ‘‘Those slope fel- 
lews are clever. They learn fast and 
will make good soldiers. These southern 
boys are as apt and when the Twenty- 
sixth gets into the field equipped its com- 
mander may well be a proud man, or I 
miss my guess.” 

The commander of the new regiment 
has not been designated so far. He will 
be designated by the secretary of war, but 
it may be several weeks before the as- 
signment will be made,

BANQUET CONTINUED TO LATE HOUR 


Address of Orator P. J. O’Connor, of 
Savannah, One of the Ablest 
Heard in Atlanta in Years. 


Ireland claims many of the greatest 
orators in history. The boast was fur- 
ther sustained last night, for the speakers 
at the banquet which concluded the St. 
Patrick’s celebration of the year, caught 
their inspiration from the glories and tri- 
umphs of a nation of orators and states- 
men, and spoke with a fervor and en- 
thusiasm that has never been surpassed 
around a banquet board in Atlanta. 

Many of Georgia’s most gifted sons as 
well as several brilliant young Irishmen 
responded to the toasts of the evening 
and referred in grateful language to the 
claims of Erin cua the love and fidelity of 
her children in every part of the world. 

Those seated at the speaker’s table were 
Toastmaster James Gillesple, Governor 
A. D. Candler, Hon. P. J. O'Connor, of 
Savannah; Hon. Clark Howell, Mayor 
Livingston Mims, Hon. James F. O'Neill, 
Thomas F. Corrigan, Daniel Carey, John 
Corrigan, Jr., J. H. Smythe and Rev. 
Fathers Guinan, Reeis, Schadewell, Col- 
bert and Tobin, of Chattanooga. 

About two hundred banqueter seated 
in the hall arose as the procession of the 
speakers entered and remained standing 
until they had taken their seats. 

The cover of the menu was engraved 
with an emblem showing the flags of 
America and Erin, surmounted by the 
harp of Ireland.

to “Ireland—a Nation.’* Mr. O’Connor’s 
beautiful tribute glowed with eloquence, 
In well rounded period and thrilling clli- 
max he told briefiy of Ireland’s strug- 
gles and her heroes and how they had 
fought and fought and suffered martyr- 
dom, and though they fell under the 
yoke of English oppression, they had 
never yet been conquered. Other sma!l 
countries have been absorbed by more 
powerful nations and disappeared from 
the map, but Ireland as u nation has al- 
ways stood and even the English yoke 
cannot suppress her. He looked forward 
in common with all Irishmen to the day 
when Ireland shall yet be free. 

Mayor Livingston Mims was warmly 
greeted as he began his response to ““The 
Irishman as a Soldier.’ He insisted that 
the governor had uséd his speech. The 
governor usually did, he said. Mayor 
Mims referred also to the fight at Jack- 
son, Miss., in which he took part and 
witnessed the incidents to which Govern- 
or Candler had referred. Mayor Mims re- 
ferred to the Irish soldier in Georgia, 
speaking especially of the Irish Jasper 
Greens, of Savannah, and their gailant 
commander, Captain, afterwards General 
Henry R. Jackson, and their part in the 
Mexican war and in the assault on Che- 
pultepec. The mayor spoke of the Irish 
soldier in many armies. The duke of 
Wellington was an Irishman. General 
Roberts is an Irishman, though Mayor 
Mims did not approve his persecution of 
the Boers. General De Lacy, one of Rus- 
sia’s greatest soldiers, is an Irishman. 

After a song by James McWhorter, 
which was encored, Toastmaster Gillespie 
irtroduced Hon. Clark Howell as “Geor- 
gia’s next governor’ to respond to the 
toast, “The Irichman of the Twentieth 
Century."” Mr. Howell, in responding, 
said he had just had a confidential chat 
with Governor Candler, who sat next to 
him, and he had positively refused to 
resign and give way to the president of 
the senate. Mr. Howell] said he had long 
thought Savannah was most famous for 
the splendid quality of its beautiful wo- 
men. Since hearing the response of the 
brilliant orator from Savannah he said 
he felt constrained to say that Savan- 
the elo- 
quence of her orators. Mr. Howell paid a 
tribute to the twentieth century Irishman. 
He felt there was no improvement in him 
over the Irishman of the nineteenth cen- 
tury because there was no room for im- 
provement. 

Mr. Thomas F. Corrigan extolled the 
Irish lawyer as the beginning and the end 
of ‘“‘The Irishman at the Bar.’ He be- 
lleved yet that Irish genius and Irish 
statecraft would one day control English 
civil life. 

Mr. James F. O'Neill was particularly 
happy in his response to the toast, ‘The 
United Irish Party.’ Mr. O'Neill said 
he did not agree with some of the other 
speakers about the Irishman doing his 
duty in fighting against the Boers in 
South Affica. He did not believe the 
Irishman had done his duty in waging 
war against the Boers. He thought in 
that case’ he had approached nearer to 
the traitor to his principles. 

Two of the happiest responses of the 
evening were reserved for the close. They 
were the toasts, “‘The Irishman in Poll- 
tics,”” by Danie] Carey, and ‘‘Women,”’ 
by John Corrigan, Jr. Both were replete 
with wit and humor and the applause 
was frequent during their responses. 

No programme of toasts would be com- 
plete without ‘““The Press.” No one could 
have given a more appropriate and in- 
teresting response than did J. H, Smythe, 
of the Associated Press. His toast closed 
the list of regular toasts, and it was 2

Meiklejohn and Mystery, 
Deep and dark as that around which 
‘4g built the average melodrama is the 
‘mystery surrounding the wind-up of 

career of Mr. Meiklejohn, of Ne- 
braska, as assistant secretary of war. 
A good deal of light has been thrown 
upon the appointment of Colonel Wil- 
liam Carey Sanger to succeed the afore- 
paid Mr. Meiklejohn, but there are con- 
flicting attempts at explanation of the 
reason why there should have been any 
change in this exalted office, and the 
palpitating public is left to its palpita- 

on. 

Washington officials give out one 
version of the Meiklejohn resignation 
story, but out in Nebraska the gen- 
tleman himself seems to be the author- 
ity for another version, 

About the only point of similarity is 

found in the evident effort at both ends 
of the line to see that Mr. Meiklejohn 
is let down as lightly as possible. The 
indieations are—indeed, the positive 
statement is made by some of those 
who consider themselves in a position 
to know—that Mr. Meiklejohn has been 
very rudely shoved from the pedestal 
upon which he has been posing for 
about four years. As one astute writer 
has described it, Mr. Meiklejohn was 
“simply grabbed by the back of the 
neck and thrown over the transom.” 
He was not so much as asked for his 
views on the question of remaining in 
the war department for another four 
years, but was simply given to under- 
Stand that some other man was to as- 
sume the duties and the emoluments of 
that important office. 
(Mr. Meiklejohn’s effort to impress 
the republicans of the Nebraska legis- 
lature by claiming to be the favored 
candidate of the administration has 
received a rude shock. Whether, now 
that the facts are getting out, he will 
endeavor to secure votes by alleging ill 
treatment at the hands of the men 
whom he has been lauding as his close 
friends and supporters is not certain, 
but it is revealing no secret to say that 
neither Mr. Hanna nor other republi- 
cans who have been brought into con- 
tact with him will weep very profuse- 
ly if this gentleman from Nebraska 
fails to win the senatorship prize. 

The democratic victory in Nebraska 
in 1896 found Mr. Meiklejohn in the 
list of those retired to private life, and 
a snug berth was found for him in the 
war department. There he developed 
a degree of pomposity which made him 
the laughing stock of many of his for- 
mer associates in congress. Washing- 
ton could furnish nothing else quite so 
imperial in its magnificence as its as- 
sistant secretary of war. The man 
who had reason to approach Assistant 
Secretary Meikeljohn found himself 
confronted by something very much 
like the imaginary pictures of that en- 
thusiastic believer in the divine right 
of kings who stands at the heag of the 
German empire. Meiklejohn could 
give even Willie the Emperor points 
on imperial dignity. He knew he was 
the reincarnation of some old potentate 
before whom all the world was com- 
pelled to grovel on hands and knees, 
and he meant the rest of the world 
should know it. 

In the days of his power, when clerks 


were made to grovel in his presence; 


and even members of congress were 
met with cold and haughty disdain, Mr. 
Meiklejohn’s imagination could by no 
possibility have conjured up the hu- 
miliating spectacle of his “being 
thrown over the transom,” but that 
seems to be just about what has hap- 
pened. 
Who Will Succeed Diaz? 

The intimate relations between the 
two great republics of the northern 
continent makes the personnel of the 
president of Mexico almost as interest- 
ing to us as that of our own. Passing 


over the stories of President Diaz’s in- 


firmities as probably untrue, it still re- 
mains true that a man of seventy years 
must soon pass off the stage.

The common soldiers 
look upon him as their friend, for he 
me increased their pay by a consid- 
ble amount. He has gradually but 
effectually reorganized the military 
arm of the Mexican government until 
if is marvelously improved over what 
it: was less than a decade ago; He has 
now at his command a foree,of 38,000 
well paid regular soldiers, armed with 
Mauser rifles and officered almost whol- 
ly by graduates from the military 
school at Chepultepec, the West Point 
of Mexico. } 

The growth into public life of his 
adversary, Senor Limanteur, is a sur- 
prise to all—even to the president him- 
self. Less than ten years ago Liman- 
teur was. a young and unknown bar- 
rister, quite wealthy, but given to 
financial dreaming. His ambition was 
to be a writer of financial essays. The 
treasury of Mexico was in a bad condi- 
tion. It was found necessary to: send 
the only man having financial know!l- 
edge, Senor Romero, to Washington, 
and President Diaz asked the young 
dreamer to take an .unofficia] place in 
the treasury department until the re- 
turn of Romero. To the surprise of all, 
the dreamer proved to be a genius. He 
led in the abolition of the interstate 
tax, brought expenditures within re- 
ceipts, made it possible for every Mex- 
ican employee to get paid promptly and 
carried the republic in triumph through 
the war of the metals. Today the cred- 
it of Mexico stands at top notch; the 
business men of the country look upon 
Limanteur as the greatest man of the 
day, and for a wonder in Mexican his- 
tory, the business element feels strong 
enough to pit itself against the mili- 
tary, and with every prospect of suc- 
cess. 

Such are the two men, one of whom 
igs certain to be next president of 
Mexico. 


No More Treaties! 

Noticing the statement that the ad- 
ministration meditates the drawing up 
of another treaty with the British gov- 
érnment in regard to the Nicaraguan 
canal, The Chicago ‘Times-Herald 
sounds the call that there should be no 
more treaties. 

The Clayton-Bulwer treaty, which 
was made the excuse for the late Hay- 
Pauncefote agreement, adopted fifty- 
one years ago for a purpose then vital, 
according to The Times Herald, has 
been “practically annulled by the rapid 
and radical] changes in maritime condi- 
tions incident to a century of history. 
Since 1850 the ‘Monroe Doctrine’ has 
acquired the assent of the powers and 
the United States has become recog- 
nized as the dominant power of the 
western hemisphere. If there was any 
doubt about our paramountcy on this 
continent it was settled by the conclu- 
sions of the Spanish war. Moreover, 
both countries who signed that unfor- 
tunate agreement have repeatedly vio- 
lated the spirit of its provisions with- 
out exciting protest, thereby acknowl- 
edging that it was no longer in force.” 
Because of these facts The Times-Her- 
alg declares that— 

It might as well be said plainly and 
frankly, therefore, that the senate com- 
mittee and the state department are 
wasting time in seeking a basis for a new 
treaty which proposes a quid pro quo for 
the privilege of being permitted to dig 
an isthmian water way. A treaty nego- 
tiated upon the basis of ‘‘concessions’’ in 
Alaska or anywhere else will not be rati- 
fied by the next congress nor by the peo- 
ple. : 

England long ago signified her willing- 
ness to assent to the abrogation of the 
Clayton-Bulwer treaty. She MMs ac- 
knowledged that a century’s maritime de- 
velopment has practically annulled it. 
Congress should therefore promptly abro- 
gate the treaty and proceed with the con- 
struction of an all-American water way, 
to be open t® the world on equal] terms in 
times of peace and under the control of 
this nation at all times in war and in 
peace. 

The position here taken is sound in 
évery parcicular, and is in line with 
the declaration of Senator Morgan 
that the only honorable alternative 
left was for the United States to pro- 
ceed independently in the work. As 
long as we remain in the field of diplo- 
macy Great Britain, as is her privilege, 
will play for something in return for 
the treaty. The Constitution favored 
the ratification of the Hay-Pauncefote 
treaty as it originally stood, in order 
to brush away all obstacles to the 
work, satisfied that when the emergent 
time came we could assert our supre- 
macy. Transcontinental influence, how- 
ever, assuming the role of patriotism, 
secured amendments which, through its 
London end, it induced the British 
foreign office to reject. 

Now that we are on independent 
ground again, the plain duty of the 
government is to go about our own 
business in our own way and leave to 
Great Britain the assertion of any im- 
aginary rights she may choose to put 
forward.

On a Volcano’s Brink. 

The American troops are being taken 
out of China none too soon. The an- 
nouncement that all remaining soldiers 
Save only one large company to act as 
legation guard are to be sent to Manila 
at once may fairly be said to indicate 
the belief on the part of our authori- 
ties at Washington that serious trou- 
ble may yet develop there from the 
clashing aspirations of European gov- 
ernments and a determination to keap 
the United States free from those 
troubles. 

It is hardly conceivable that the gov- 


ernments-of Great Britain and Russia/ 


will permit a clash at arms over 380. 
small a matter as the Russian claims 
at Tien Tsin, but the student of his- 
tory knows that great wars have come 
from even smaller troubles. The indi- 
vidual acts of wholly irresponsible sol- 
diers or sailors of one country when 
brought into contact with equally irre- 
sponsible representatives of other 
countries have more than once precip- 
itated bloody wars. 

Armies representing all of the Eu- 
ropean powers are now face to face on 
Chinese soil. The men comprising 
these armies possess racial antipathies, 
and in some instances, at least, there is 
constant danger of a clash. Once the 
spark is set to this mass of inflam- 
_— material an explosion is inevita- 
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which cannot be best secured through 
the channels of diplomacy. The United 
States is not going in to grab a piece 
of Chinese territory, but has its great- 
er and more jasting interest in the as- 
surance of the preservation of the open 
door principle by which our commerce 
can secure access to Chinese ports on 
equally favorable terms with the com- 
merce of other nations. This can only 
be brought about through diplomatic 
negotiation in which the other powers 
will have a part. Those powers are 
not ignorant of the strength of the 
United States, even if China may be, 
and there is, therefore, every good rea- 
eon to believe that the ends we de- 
sire can be better secu without any 
attempt at a show of force than they 
could through such a show. 

-The first step toward the reduction 
of its force-at Pekin taken by this gov- 
ernment was eminently wise, and it is 
wise now that the conditions warrant 
it to further reduce’ that force. The 
voice of the United States is going to 
have just as much weight in the solu- 
tion of the Chinese problem as it would 
have with the entire standing army 
there, and the danger of becoming in- 
volyed in local troubles is eliminated 
by the removal of the troops. 


Two Opposing Views. 

There are some people so constituted | 
that they are ever ready to borrow 
trouble. In the Russian occupation of 
Manchuria we find an example of this. 

The New Orleans Picayune foresees 
danger and would apply a remedy. 
“Fhere can be no disguising the fact,” 
says this newspaper, “that the annexa- 
tion of Manchuria by Russia, which 
wouta be equivalent to the bringing 
under Russian influence. of the whole 
of north China, would be decidedly in- 
jurious to American trade interests. 
This country enjoys a large and con- 
stantly increasing trade with north 
China, and it is expected that this busi- 
ness will be greatly increased if mat- 
ters can be restored to their former 
condition in the celestial empire. With 
Russia in control in north China all 
foreign trade would be promptly ex- 
cluded and the great business which 
Americans now enjoy would be utterly 
destroyed.” Why it wuld be any hard- 
er to reach the market under Russian 
than under Chinese control is not made 
quite clear. 

A trifle more hopeful is The Phila- 
delphia Times, which asks: “Why 
should this country concern itself 
to protest or to make objections 
in any way to the Russian oc- 
cupation of Manchuria? The ex- 
tension of Russian influence over 
that portion of the Chinese empire is 
as natural and inevitable as the exten- 
sion of the influence of the United 
States on the American continent. It 
is entirely in the interest of security, 
civilization and commerce, and that is 
all that we are concerned with in 
Asia.”’ 

We incline to the view of The Times 
that the progress of civilization can 
only be achieved through the agency 
of civilized nations. We can trade 
equally well under the flag of any na- 
tion by establishing and maintaining 
friendly relations with them. There is 
not so much glitter about peaceful ne- 
gotiations as there is about war, but it 
is much more profitable. 


Shortening the School Years. 

The fact that so eminent a univer- 
sity as Princeton should cut down the 
master of arts course from four years 
to three is a concession to the theory 
that too muth time has been given to 
studies which might have been com- 
pressed into less. 

School and college curriculums have 
been arranged to the movement of the 
slowest mind, in order that all might 
be turned into the hopper together. 
Studies have been spread out over a 
long course, so that age is reached 
without seeing the end in sight. The 
action of the president of Princeton 
admits that this has been true in the 
colleges and must lead to a revision 
on the part of other institutions. The 
same thing is true of public schools. It 
takes eight years, for instance, to get 
through with the grammar _ school 
course in Atlanta, and three years 
more for the Boys’ High school course, 
or eleven years in all, placing the stu- 
dent on the threshhold of his eigh- 
teenth year. As the bulk of children 
must go to work between ten and four- 
teen years, they have no choice save to 
quit school. 

The subject is an interesting one, 
which will, no dowbt, find very wide 
discussion. The reason for it is found 
in the declaration of The New York 
World that— 

No human being has any time to waste, 
and no time is more precious than the 
years of young manhood. The fact is 
that within a generation there has been a 
vast improvement in the training of the 
mind. Both formal education and informal 
education—newspapers, magazines, pri- 
vate and public libraries—have been at 
work upon the minds of our-young peo- 
ple, making our children of nine and ten 
years more alert, better informed, more 
capable of receiving and assimilating 
knowledge than were young people of 
fifteen and sixteen two decades ago.

State Commissioner on Farming. 

Editor Constitution—While my eyes are fixed 
for the most part upon things educational in 
the state. I see other things as well. I have 
recently been impressed with the importance 
of the cattle industry to this state. If the 
farmer will turn his attention to raising cat- 
tle instead of cotton, my judgment is that the 
returns for this labor will be largely in- 
creased. 

I notice that the Cattle Growers’ Association, 
that met in Denver last week, reported that 
in 1890 there were 589 head of cattle in this 
country for every thousand inhabitants, and 
that in 1899 there were only 375 head of 
cattle to every thousand inhabitants. Here is 
@ decrease of nearly’ 40 per cent in ten years. 
If that ratio of decrease continues for the 
next ten years, beef in this country will be- 
<r @ luxury which the rich only can en- 
oy. 

This is my suggestion to the farmers in this 
state. The suggestion grows out of a con- 
crete statement of returns from one hundred 
acres of land last year. One of the most suc- 
cessful farmers of the state planted one bun- 
dred acres in corn. Just after fodder pulling 
time, when the corn was practically matured, 
he reaped that entire ficld of corn with a pat- 
ent corn reaper and stacked it in shocks in 
the fleld. Im October following he shredded 
every stalk of that corn with a sew patent 
shredder. The shredder had attached to it a 
sheller, and there was also a hay press that 
would pack a bale to the minute. Now re- 
sults—that farmer averaged twenty bushels 
of corn to the acre and two tons of the shred- 
ded stuff. He sold the corn at 60 cents a bush- 
el, deriving $12 per acre for the corn. He 
obtained two tons of the shredded corn stalks 
fodder and shucks from each acre and sold 
this for $12 per ton. The yield from this was 
$24 per acre. These $24 constituted the sav- 
ing of the waste that had hitherto been neg- 
lected in the oulture of corn, The shredder 
makes it now a by-product, but as seen from 
the returns neted above the by-product is 
worth more than the original product of the 
corn plant. 

All farmers might not be so successful as the 
one just. mentioned, but the up-to-date planter 
cannot longer allow this valuable vy-product, 
the ‘‘corn stalk,’’ to go to waste. 

I find that a great number of farmers in 
Georgia do not even know what the ‘“‘shred- 
der’’ is. They look in the dictionary for the 
word, but it is not found in the dictionary. 
The machine is here, however, and is here to 
stay. Now, in my judgment, the value of 
this machine to the cattle industry in this state 
is under present conditions incalculable. The 
shredded corn stalk will very materially aid 
the farmer to fatten ten times the number of 
cattle now raised in the state. A little cotton 
seed meal with shredded corn shucks makes one 
of the best foods yet found for cattle. A hun- 
dred head of cattle fed upon it during the win- 
ter will enrich a twenty-acre field. This twen- 
ty-acre field will in turn produce thirty bush- 
els of corn and three tons of shredded stuff 
to the acre. 

Every farming community in Georgia, that 
has not done sq already, should buy a shred- 
der, and every corn stalk that is grown in the 
state should be saved and converted into food 
supply for the cattle. There’s more in a corn 
stalk for our farmers than in a cotton boll. 

If you can get the weekly press to take up 
this matter and urge the farmers to rapidly in- 
crease their herds of cattle, they can do a no- 
ble service for the farmers of the state. To 
stop the waste of the corn stalk is to increase 
the product of the cow. 

When Captain Jim Smith, of Oglethorpe 
county, was asked how he enriched and made 
so fertile 300 acres of very poor land, he 
answered: ‘‘The cow and [ did it.’’ 

Our excellent agricultural department un- 
der the progressive administration of Colonel

The regions in which the largest mile- 
age is just now under cuntract or con- 
struction, upon nearly 200 lines, are .as 
follows: Texas, 73 mies on thirteen 
lines: Oklahoma and Indian Territory, 612 
miles on nine lines; Georgia, 608 miles on 
nine lines; Pennsylvania, 300 miles on 
seventeen lines: New Mexico, 230 miles 
on two lines: Illinois, 224 miles on four 
lines; Arkansas, 198 mile» vn ning lines; 
Louisiana. 175 miles on four lines: Min- 
nesota, 165 miles on five lines; Washing- 
ton. 165 miles on five lines. 

One of the highest and longest railroad 
bridges ever built west of Uhicago is now 
being constructed over the Des Moines 
river fourteen miles west of Ames, Ia., 
by the Chicago and Nortnwestern. The 
structure will cost $600,000, of which $450,- 
000 will be in steel works and $150,000 in 
the superstructure. The span directly 
over the river will be 185 feet in height, 
and the entire length of the structure 
3,640 feet. .

New England system, and the wonder is 
whether it is in sympathy with that com- 
munity of interest which has been estab- 
lished between the Vanderhbilts and the 
Pennsylvania people or whether it may 
not entail some _ friction. The New 
Haven corporation has fine terminals at 
Boston. The corporation seems to ‘hava 
in this way, flung out its challenge for its 
share of the western traffic, perhaps be- 
cause it has discovered that the lease 
of the Boston and Albany to the New 
York Central hag been costing it a con- 
siderable part of its former freight traf- 
fic. But a challenge of that kind involves 
very powerful backing, so that the won- 
der is if, after all, there may not be some 
truth in the reports that have prevailed 
for a year or two, that avents are so 
shaping themselves as to make inevitable 
a combination, a union of some kind be- 
tween the Pennsylvania corporation and 
the New Haven system with the Long 
Island system as the link that will bind 
them together.

{County Chief Turner Says He 


May Invade the City, — 


WHAT CHIEF MANLY SAYS 


Chief Turner Declares He Will En- 
force Sunday Laws in City. 
Chief Manly Says He Is 
Capable of Looking Af- 
ter Business. 


Chief Turner, of the county police, has 
declared publicly that he intends to make 
a fight on persons who are keeping open 
doors on the Sabbath in violation of the 
state laws. He has already started hig 
crusade outside of the city and will soon 
enter the city on the territory of the 
city police if Chief Manly does not take 
the matter in hand. 

The zeal of the chief of the county 
police has placed him in battle array 
face to face with the chief of the citv 
police, like David meeting Golilah—vwhich 
is David and which is Goliah remains to 
be seen when the smoke of battle clearg 
away. 

Chief Manly said last night that he 
had heard indirectly of Chiet, Te 
proposition. 

“T wnderstand,” said Chief Manly, “that 
Chief Turner has been quoted as making 
some allusions to my lack of backbone. 
I wish him to understand that I have 
enough backbone to attend to my bust- 
ness without any interference or SsuUg- 
gestions from him. I will wait to see 
exactly what he means by his invasion 
into the city and I may have something 
else to say later on.”’ 

It seems that Chief Turner is not sat- 
isfled with the way in which the Sunday 
laws are obeyed in Atlanta. He. states 
that a number of places are kept open 
on the Sabbath in violation of state laws, 
and he vows to remedy the evil. 

A Clash Is Looked For. 

The county chief's effort to enforce 
the law is, of course, quite interesting 
to a number of citizens, but the matter 
is made to bristle with possibilities if he 
really comes into the city and usurps 
prerogatives which the city police have 
all along believed to belong to them 
alone. 

When the county police force was or- 
ganized it was the general opinion that 
their jurisdiction would be only outside 
the city limits, in the country districts 
where the city police had no authority. 

But the construction placed on his pow- 
ers by Chief Turner alters the complexion 
of affairs. He says: 

“The city is a part of the county, and 
I will see that the state laws are ej- 
forced in Atlanta.”’ 

Manifesto Is Issued. 

Chief Turner instructed the members 
of the county police force to notify mer- 
chants and others at the resorts and other 
places in the county outside of the city 
that they must observe the Sunday law. 
Next Sunday those who are found, dis- 
obeying these instructions, the chief 
states that their names will be furnished 
the grand jury and he will endeavor to 
have them indicted. 

This movement against Sunday law vio- 
lation is sweeping and includes not only 
the merchants who deal in tobacco, cl- 
gars, cigarettef, soda water and other 
articles, but includes the railroads and 
al! unnecessary Sunday work. 

Chief Turner believes that if the grand 
jury will stand by him in this fight he 
will be enabled to enforce the Sunday 
law. He says that some of the grand 
jurors are with him. Foreman W. H. 
Venable recently notified the. ministers 
when they requested that the Sunday law 
be enforced that if they would appear 
before the grand jury with  snrecific 
charges the matter would be investigated, 
and as it is Chief Turner's intention to 
do this the grand jury will probably 
take action. When questioned in reference 
to the matter yesterday afternoon, Chief 
Turner said: 

“There is no doubt but that the law in 
regard to the observance of Sunday is 
being grossly violated, and I am simply 
doing my duty in using efforts to enforce 
the law. I am giving the people involved 
notice that they must observe the Sundav 
law and if we find the law being violated 
next Sunday the names of those respon- 
sible for any Sunday work will be pre- 
sented to the grand jury. 

“There are scores of people here who 
are compelled to work during the week 
and all day on Sunday, and if the law 
was observed these people would obtain 
a day of rest in every week. It is not 
right that they should have to work en 
Sunday. Why, one man who is com- 
pelled to work on Sunday appealed to 
me to arrest him and put him in the 
Tower, saying that his employer woud 
then realize what he was doing in work- 
ing his men on Sunday. It is my inten- 
tion to have all unnecessary work on Sun- 
day stopped.” 
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PROTEST AGAINST THE BILL. 


Communication Presented to the 
Texas House of Representatives. 
Austin, Tex., March 18.—(Special.)—By 

request a communication was presented to 
the house from the railroad commission 
protesting against the passage of what 
is known as the maximum rate bill, which 
grants railroads the privilege of promul- 
gating rates below those made by the rail- 
réad commission. The commission in- 
forms the legislature that the jobbers of 
quite a number of the smaller shipping 
points in the state are protesting against 
this bill, on the ground that it will ¢en- 
tralize trade at the large jobbing points 
where railroads would make cheaper rates 
on articles in bulk than they would make 
for the smaller jobber in outlying towns 
who do not handle as much freight as the 
large city jobbers.

WARM PASSAGE BETWEEK 
DRS, JARHAGIN AND MRE 


Council No Nearer a Solution of Per- 
plexing Problem—Fight Be- 
tween Physicians and Board 
“ of Health Threshed in 

Council Chamber. 


The discussion of the ordinance creating 
a health officer in council yesterday after- 
noon brought on a. hot colloquy and 
served to emphasize in a most emphatic 
manner the lack of harmony between the 
physicians of the city and the present 
board of health. 

The most sensational incident that de- 
veloped was just at the cunclusion of the 
brief speech on the subject by Dr. Floyd 
McRae, who had referred to the members 
of the board of health charging $5 a visit 
for their services in discharging patients 
in cases of contagious diseases. 

“Does Dr. McRae mean to say that the 
members of the board of health stole the 
money?" asked Dr. Jarnagin, rather ex- 
citedly. 


Dr. McRae replied that he did not mean 
tg insinuate anything of that kind, and in 
reply to a question as to whether he 
meant any reflection on any member of 
the board, the speaker made an explana- 
tion which was satisfactory and the inci- 
dent was closed. 

AS 2 result of the discussion the aues- 
tion of a health officer approached no 
nearer a settlement than it was before 
council met. Councilman Uarrett offered 
an amendment relating to the method of 
defining the officer's duties, and both the 
amendment and the ordinance were re- 
ferred to a joint meeting of the commit- 
tees on ordinances and aospitals and 
charities. The ordinance will be printed 
for the information of council and will 
come up at the next regular meeting. 

The Features Opposed 

The héalth officer ordinance was taken 
up under suspension of the order of busi- 
ness and the ordinance as prepared by 
Chairman Kontz, of the vfdinance com- 
mittee, was read. Its provisions were as 
already state in The Constitutton. 

The features of the ordinance to which 
chief objection was raised were in the 
first place, that the mayor appoint a 
board’ of hiné physicians to nominate a 
health officer who shall then be appointed 
by the mayor; that after that Das been 
done the same board of nine physicians 
shall formulate rules and regulations 
under which the health officer shall serve; 
that after these rules and regulations 
have been adopted by council the health 
officer shall serve under the board of 
health. There was practically no opposi- 
tion to the other features of the ordi- 
nance. 

Councilman Grady cpposed the motion 
to suspend the rules in order to hear from 
the members of the board of health. He 
subsequently withdrew his opposition, 
stating that he had voted against it be- 
cause the members of the board had an 
opportunity to express their views before 
the ordinance committee, but failed-to ap- 
pear, and because he wanted to limit the 
physicians to ten-minute speeches. The 
physicians of the board were then heard 
from subject to the time limitation of ten 
minutes. 

Dr. Jarnagin Speaks. 

Dr. W. C. Jarnagin, president of the 
board of health, stated that he had at- 
tended one meeting of the committee, 
when it was found impossible to secure a 
quorum. He could not attend the other 
meetings and regretted he did not have 
the leisure which councilmen seem _ to 
have. 

“The board of health,” he sald, ‘‘must 
oppose the ordinance as aecported. I can- 
not go into the history of this bitter fight 
upon the board of health, but I do gay if 
you have any charges to make against 
us, it is your duty to make them and give 
us opportunity to answer.” 

Dr. Jarnagin thought it was the board 
of health rather than the physicians of 
the city who have been treated with 
“scant courtesy” in that the criticisms 
woon the board have practically been ap- 
proved by the committee which had prac- 
tically passed against the board a vote of 
condemnation. Dr. Jarnagin insisted 
that if a health officer was to be chosen 
he should be placed wholly under the 
supervision of the board, or the objects 
for which the Office was created would be 
defeated. 

“The board of health does not care who 
you put in the office,” he said. “It is only 
necessary that he be a good man. But 
for God’s sake don’t put us down in -the 
mud and trample on us. 

“There have been insinuations enough | 
against the board. I admire a brave. 
man. I have no obection to ericitism. 
but God save me from the slimy serpent 
that crawls upon his belly and hasn't the 
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manhood to face those whom he ac- 
cuses.”’ 

It had been reported, Dr. Jarnagin said, 
that the board of health had already 


| picked out a man for health officer. Ac- 


cording to the report this wus Dr. Vleude 
Smith. He asserted that there was posi- 
tively no foundation for any such report. 
There had been absolutely no discussion 
of any man for the place within the board 
of health. 

Wanted Mayor To Appoint. 

Councijman Hill insisted that the mayor 
should appoint the health officer without 
advice from nine physicians or anybody 
élse. When the time comes in which the 
mayor cannot appoint a capable official, 
or when council] cannot elect one, or the 
board of health cannot elect one, “God 

ve them all,”‘he said. Then it will be 

me to put somebody in office who can 
oerform these duties satisfactorily to the 
people. 

“Tl am going to vote for the mayor to 
appoint him,” he said. ‘Then the mayor 
will have a good many more than nine 
doctors around him giving him advice. 
He’ll have a thousand if there are, that 
many in the city.” ‘Then,”’ I say, “God 
save the mayor.’’ 

Dr. R. R. Kime opposed the plan sug- 
gested in the ordinance for choosing the 
health officer. He insisted that the healtb 
officer’s duties should first be defined and 
then an officer chosen to fill the place. 
He suggested a committee composed of 
two members from the board of health, 
two members from the board of educa- 
tion, two members from the committee 
on hospitals and charities and five phy- 
sicilans at large who shall define the du- 
ties of a health officer. Then it will be 
time to elect the man for the place. 

A Sensational Incident. 

“J among other physicians,” said Dr. 
Floyd W. McRae, “feel a lack of confi- 
dence in the present board of health.’’ 

Dr. McRae based his opposition to the 
board on the resolution passed by it 
requiring all physicians in the city to re- 
port to the board all contagious disease 
patients, and also not to discharge them 
until the board had, thraugh one of its 
physicians, passed on each case. He was 
opposed, he said, to the board constitut-. 
ing themselves the guardians of the reg- 
ular physicians of the city. He then 
spoke of the fee of $ which was charged 
by members of the board for services in 
such cases, stating it was paid by mem- 
bers of the board to themselves. He 
said he considered it unsafe to trust 
the board with matters of this kind. 

Dr. Jarnagin rose to ask a question. 
There seemed to be fire in his eye. 

“Do you mean to say that the mem- 
bers of the board stole the money?’’ he 
said. 

“No,”” Dr. McRae answered, and con- 
siderable confusion followed. 

“Do you mean any reflection on any 
member of the board?” Dr. Jarnagin 
asked. 

“I mean—"” Dr. McRae started to ex- 
plain, but he was interrupted by Mayor 
Pro Tem. Johnson, who called Dr. Jar- 
nagin to order, stating that such ques- 
tions would not be permitted. 

Dr. McRae afterwards explained that 
his statement was made purely as a 
criticisng of the official acts of men in 
Official life, and he cdnsidered he was en- 
tirely justified in making such criticisms. 

“IT am entirely satisfied,” Dr. Jarnagin 
said; and there the. matter ended. 

Burton Smith, of the board of health, 
made a strong speech in opposition to the 
proposed ordinance. 

Councilman Longino said he wanted to 


Apologize for ever having brought the 


matter up. 

“It is as impossible to reconcile the doc- 
tors and the board of health,” he said, 
“as it would be the Savior and the 
devil.’’ 

He said he had begun to feel that the 
best solution of the whole matter was 
to withdraw it. 


An Amendment Proposed. 
Councilman Garrett offered the fol- 
lowing amendment on the line suggested 
by Dr. Kime: 


“That the ordinance be amended so 
as to read that the mayor appoint a com- 
mittee to formulate rules and regulations 
setting forth the duties of health offi- 
cer, and report to council; that said com- 
mittee shall consist Of two physicians 
from the board of health, two members 
from the board of education, two mem- 
bers of the committee on hospitals and 
charities, and two physicians at large 
from the city. After the report is re- 
ceived and adopted then the question 
of providing for the appointment of -a 
health officer shall be considered by the 
council,”’ ‘ 

After an effort to table the whole busi- 
ness it was finally decided to refer the 
ordinances as drawn and Councilman 
Garrett's amendment to a joint meet- 
ing of the ordinance committee and the 
committee on hospitals and charities. 
There the fight will be be fought all 


over again, probably some time this 
week,

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|ATLANTAN ON BURNED CAR 


turned from Florida Yesterday. 


HE TALXS OF THE BURNING 


Had Thrilling Experiente—Stood 
for Hours Covered by Blankets. ~ 
Women Had No Clothing. 


) R. L. Cooney, of the New York Life In- 
surance Company, who lives at 243 Capi- 
tol avenue, was one of the passengers 
who had a thrilling escape from death on 
board the burning sleeper of the Plant 
system train Sunday morning. Mr. 
Cooney arrived in Atlanta yesterday and 
is now confined to his residence in conse- 
quence of the injuries received. 

He told a very interesting and thrilling 
story of the fire, and when seen by a 
representative of The Constitution gave 
the following statement of what he saw 
of the occurrence and what he had learn- 


ed from fellow passengers: 

‘The fire originated before daylight, 
probably between 4 and 4:30 a. m. The 
cause was unknown, but the warranted 
assumption is that a leaky gasoline lamp 
caused ft. It was not discovered appa- 
rently until under considerable headway. 
I hung out of a window and was pre- 
pared to drop when the engine slacked 
up and stopped. I dropped off and as- 
sisted in helping out passengers who had 
gotten to the front platform of the sleep- 
er, next to the engine. One man had 
climbed over the tender and warned the 
engineer. Some ladies were assisted to 
the locomotive. Two cars were uncou- 
pled and pulled forward and backed to 
siding and left to burn. Nothing was re- 
covered from the first car save one pair of 
trousers with watch, and one vest with 
watch and money. Ladies were without 
clothing, save night dresses, with two 
blankets and two sheets between them. 

“The engine backed to remaining part 
of train and quick return to Jacksonville 
was made. Two private cars were on 
train. Those in one were very uncon- 
cerned and indisposed to aasist. The oc- 
cupants of the other, Dr. John M. Mas- 
ury and wife, of New York, were untir- 
ing in their efforts to help, including 
clothing, shoes, and specially to me in 
the dressing of my wounded leg. The oc- 
cupants of the other sleeper were very 
kind. One—Mr. W. J. Abram, of Louis- 
ville, particularly—lending coats, money 
and other necessities to those in need. 
We were met at Jacksonville by surgeons 
and other officials, who offered clothing 
and shoes, but never furnished them. 
Great trouble was had obtaining bag- 
gage, which afterwards arrived on the 
second section of train. In one case, the 
owner, Mr. Briggs, of Baltimore, was 
threatened with arrest for breaking open 
his own trunk to get clothes for his wife. 
Transportatiomin place of burned tickets 
was furnished after argument, pleasant 
and otherwise,. principally otherwise, I 
am told. A special tmain ran to the rweck 
but nothing was f@und save the iron 
work of burned cars. 

“The porter of the sleeper told me that 
both porters were awake. Conductor and 
engineer acted promptly and did well— 
after the fire had been called to their 
attention by passengers.’’

Council Pinally Declines To Pay Mem- 
bers of Health Board.

STREET CAR ORDINANCE REPEALED 


Wo Further Effort To Get Another 
City Hall Will Be Made at 
Present. 


Council refusdd yesterday to non-concur 
in the action }f the aldermanic board re- 
fusing to allow two physicians of the 
board of health conmfpensation for their 
gervices in discharging patients recover- 
ing from contagious diseases. 

The report from the aldermanic board 
was to the effect that it had non-con- 
curred in the activa of council in appro- 
priating $195 to Dr. C. F. Benson and $19 
to Dr. T. D. Longino, formerly a mem- 
ber of tha board of health, for these 
services. 

Councilman Hill moved to non-concur 
in the action of the aldermanic board. He 
considered that these physicians had ren- 
dered the services, and should be paid for 
them. They had paid the money back to 
the city when it was brought to their at- 
tention that it had been collected illegal- 
ly, and he considered that council) had a 
perfect right to pay it to them. 

The payments were opposed by Councll- 
man Rawson and Alderman LaHatte 
purely on the ground that they were 
illegal. They said they would be glad to 
be able to give these physicians the money 
for their services, but the city attorney 
had stated that such action would be 
Clearly illegal, and for this reason they 
were compelled to oppese ths proposi- 
tion. 

The vote on the motion that council 
non-concur in the action of the alder- 
manic board was 7 to $6 against it, Dr. 
Longino having asked to be excused from 
voting. This settled the. matter, and the 
physicians will not get the money. 
That Advertising Fund. 
A similar motion was mads3 by Council- 
man Hill on the report frorn the alder- 
manic board stating that it had non- 
concurred in the action of council in ap- 
propriating the $1,500 that was proposed 
to be given the chamber of commerce for 
advertising the city to the committee on 
manufactures, freight rates and statistics. 
It was sought by giving this fund to 
the committee named to use it for ad- 
vertising as originally Intended, it being 
illegal to appropriate it to the chamber 
of commerce. The aldérmanic board sat 
squarely down on this proposition, insist- 
ing that the amount should go into the 
contingent fund. 
After a brief discussion of Counc'lman 
Tit!’’*a mothon to non-concur in the nection 
of the sidermenic board, it ¢ns finaliy 
tee'ded to ep c.nt @ confer*ice cewe.!t- 
tee «9 settic the matter. The cummm.t'ee 
was name.! as fcllows, on motion of C..1n- > 
ciiman ¢irady: Co.neilman SCrady, « ne!r- 
man; Aldermen Welch and Pierce, Coun- 
cilmen Terry and Rawson. This commit- 
tee will consider the matter and report to 
council at its next meeting. 

There are indications that council will 
insist on the vse of that $1,500 through 
some means, for the purposs of advertis- 
ing the city. 

No New City ‘Hall. 

No further efforts will be made at the 
present time to secure other quarters for 
the city hall. A committee was appoint- 
ed some time ago to act in conjunction 
with the committee on public buildings 
and grounds to lcok into the matter of 
securing new quarters for the city offices. 
This has interfered with the efforts of the 
latter committee to get the chamber of 
commerce to make some very much need- 
ed improvements on the present city hall, 
of which that organization is the owner. 

Councilman Lewis, chairman of the 
committee on public buildings and

The ordinance is as 
follows: * 

In recognition of the generosity of Andrew 
Carnegie, of Pittsburg, Pa., in donating $146,- 
000 to the building and equipment of a public 
library in our city, and as an expression of 


our gratitude to this distinguished citizen apd 


noble philanthropist, 

Be it ordained by the mayor and general 
council of Atlanta, and it is hereby ordained 
by authority of same, that the name of the 
street upon which the library is for the most 
part situated, namely, Chureh street, be 
changed to *‘Carnegie Place.’ 

An effort was made to have the ordl- 
nance read a second time and placed on 
its passage. Councilman Grady opposed 
this course, believing that if any of the 
residents of Church street are against 
the change they should have an oppor~- 
tunity to be heard. On his motion the 
ordinance was referred to the committee 


on streets. 
Gkady Ordinance Repealed. 

The ordinance passed some time ago 
with reference to the stopping of street 
cars, known as the Grady ordinance, was 
repealed by council. This ordinance re- 
quired that street cars should stop on 
the far sides of street crossings instead 
of on the first side reached. 

Councilman Grady introduced an ordl- 
nance for the repeal of that ordinance, 
which was put on its second reading and 
passed. The object of this action was 
to clear the field for a new ordinance 
with reference to the stopping of street 
cars which is now being prepared by a 
special committee appointed for the pur- 
pose. 

Other Ordinances Introduced. 

Councilman Minhinnett introduced an 
ordinance to amend section 1096 of the 
city code by striking out the words ‘“‘af- 
ter being notified that the same are 
vicious or dangerous.” This ordinance 
applies to dangerous or vicious animals, 
and the object of the ordinance is to 
prohibit parties from keeping such ani- 
mals free or at large whether they have 
been notified of the fact that they are 
vicious or not. The ordinance was re- 
ferred to the ordinance committee. 

Councilman Terry introduced an ordi- 
nance to prohibit railroads from switch- 
ing cars across street crossings in the 
city by the method known as “kicking’’— 
that is, by giving them a shove and let- 
ting them run ahead without being at- 
tached to the engine or to other cars 
that are attached to an engine. This 
ordinance was referred to the ordinance 
committee. 

A number of sewer and sidewalk ordi- 
nances were read the first time. The 
city clerk was instructed to advertise the 
sewer ordinances at once. 

Other Matters Before Council. 

A petition was read fr Mrs. Walton 
Hunter Wiggs, cinerea td the board of 
managers of the Baptist Tabernacle 
home, asking that the privileges usually 
extended by the city to charitable insti- 
tutions be extended to this one. The 
reason this has not been done is that 
the home is located just outside the 
city limits on the McDonough road. The

CAMPAIGN AROUSE ENTHUSIASM 


Citizens Pledge Themselves To 
Engage in Personal 
Work, 


FOURTH AND FIFTH 
WARDS. MEET TONIGHT 


Council Passes Resolution Indorsing 
Water Bonds—Books Show a 
Total of 3,709 Registrations, 
of Which 2,473 Must 
Vote for Bonds. 


Mass meetings were held in the first 
and fifth wards last night at which earn- 
est enthusiasm was shown over the bond 
election. The most promineng citizens of 
the two wards attended the meetings, and 


many spoke with calm, deliberate earn- 
estness of the necessity of the bonds be- 
ing voted and pledged themselves to en- 
gage in personal work at the election to- 
morrow. 

There was a strong current of feeling at 
each of the meetings, and this feeling will 
be demonstrated in close personal work at 
the polls. Members of the committees 
and others who were present last night 
at both meetings accepted lists of names 
of voters registered for the election and 
pledged themselves to urge each Man on 
their lst to vote for the bonds and to 
vote before 12 o’elock. 

The meeting in the first wani was held 
at May’s hall, on West Mitchell street. 
The place was filled with the leading citi- 
zens of the ward. By special invitation, 
Judge Hillyer, president of the water 
board, was present and made a short talk 


referring to the objections to bonds, thor- 
oughly refuting each one named. His talk 
at each meeting was followed by an en- 
thuslastic indorsement of the bond issue. 
After the talks had been made a list of 
the registered voters of the first ward 
was distributed among those present, and 
each man accepted a portion of the list 
with a pledge to personally talk with each 
individual on his list before the day of the 
election and to see that each one votes. 


Fifth Ward Meeting. 


The meeting of the citizens of the fifth 
ward was held at the corner of Thurmond 
and Marietta streets, being presided over 
by Captain J. W. English.

St and again urge the necessity of every 
vote being cast. The deliberateness and 
earnestness with which the appeals were 
made last night and personal work 
pledged presages well for the bonds. 


Campaign Without Funds. 


In spite of the fact that there are no 
campaign funds, there will be more elec- 
tioneering tomorrow than Atlanta has 
seen in a long time. There will be no 
carriages to go for the voters and bring 
them to the polls, and the result will de- 
pend on the work of the committee in 
getting the voters out, because it is a 
matter in which they. In common with 
all citizens, are vitally interested, Yet 
the results are expected to show up as 
well, if not better, as if the committees 
in the various wards were equipped with 
all the campaign funds they need.

The matter came up in the shape of 
a resolution by Councilman Rawson to 
the effect that council indorse the circu- 
lar with reference to the bons sent out 
to the registered voters by the citizens’ 
tommittee. This circular contained a 
statement showing the importance of the 
passage of the bonds and the great need 
for the improvements that are to ie 
made. 

The resolution was passed by a unani- 
mous vote. 

Number of Votes Needed. 

Tt will require just 2,473 votes to pass 
the water bonds. To be exact, the number 
required will be 2,472 2-3, but as a fraction 
of a vote is an unknown quantity in legal 
elections, that two-thirds of a vote will 
have to materialize as a whole one in or- 
der to furnish the required number. 

Registrar A. . Stewart reported the 
results of the registration in the different 
wards to counci] yesterday. The number 
of votes registered in each ward is as 
follows: 

. First, 460: second, 819: third, 518; fourth, 
511; fifth, 471; sixth, 779; seventh, 156; to- 
tal, 3,709. 

The law requires that two-thirds of the 
registered vote shall be cast in favor of 
the bonds before they can be issued. This 
means there must be at least 2,473 votes in 
thelr favor. 

Rules Governing Election. 


The following are among the rules and 
regulations which will govern the bond 
election tomorrow: 

The managers of each ward may appoint 
three competent clerks to assist in holding the 
élection. 

In each ward the polls shall open at 7 o’clock 
& m. and close at 6 o'clock p.m.

FACTS BADLY TWISTED 


TO DEFEAT BOND ISSUE 


NE of the many notable documents in evidence illustrating the under- 
ground fight to defeat the passage of the water bonds made its appear-

The effect that might have been created by this startling array of alleged 
facts would indeed have been disastrous to the success of the bond issue, 
had not the author of the cand displayed a singular penchant for getting his 


figures mixed. 


Whether the writer, who signed himself “‘Taxpayer,”’ made an mnocent 
mistake in the heat of the moment, or whether in a frenzied effort to protect 
his personal interests he had “his habits on,’’ is a subject of small moment 


to the light-seeking public. 


One of the “strangest’’ mistakes made in the table of figures, which pur- 

ports to show that the Atlanta water works department is badly managed, is 
. found among the very first figures in the list. 

At this pgint the cost of operating the water works plant at Nashville is 
put down at $48,499.50. As a matter of fact the correct figures for this item are 
$84,499.50, showing a slight discrepency of some $36,000. 

The ‘“‘strange’’ feature is not the mistake itself, for every one makes mis- 


takes at times, but rather the character of the error. 


The ‘4’ is simply put 


where the ‘8’ ought to be and the ‘8’ where the ‘4’ ought to be. 

The statement is indulged in at some length by ‘“Taxpayer’’ that the Nash- 
ville plant pumps about twice the quantity of water, for which it receives 
about the same money that the Atlanta plant gets for the lesser quantity. 
This is due to the fact that fully one-half of the water pumped at Nashville is 


wasted. 


The present water rates in Atlanta are noticeably cheaper than those in 


Nashville. 


The following table comparing the Nashville and Atlanta water 


works, compiled from actual statistics, is the strongest available argument 


why the water bonds should pass:

figures that Nashville, being situated directly on the Cumberland river, has 
need of only one pumping station, while Atlanta, distant seven miles from its 
water supply, is forced by natural conditions to operate two pumping sta- 


tions. 


The latest argument from the opponents of the bond issue, this time taking 
the form of a circular, demands a reason why ‘the water works department is 
spending a “‘large’’ amount of money to aid the passage of the bond issue. 

President Hillyer, of the water board, and Superintendent Park Wood- 
ward are authority for the statement that $80 has been expended up to date, 
and that the entire amount came out of the contingent fund of council, and not 


out of the department appropriation. 


The $300 necessary to carry forward the 


election has already been passed upon by council. 


The city’s water problem is, after all, a very simple one. 


The water plant 


supplying Atlanta has a daily capacity of 20,000,000 gallons inside the city 
limits at North avenue, and when the new pump is complete the capacity 


will be raised to 35,000,000 gallons. 


It is not that there is not enough water 


to supply the needs of the city, but that the mains distrubuting the supply 
are too small in size, as well as in number. 

In reference to the comparison made between the Nashville and Atlanta 
water works systems, Judge George Hillyer, president of the water board, has 


the following to say: 


Judge Hillyer’s Card. 

Atlanta, Ga., March 18, 190!.—Atlanta Con- 
stitution: I feel that I ought to notice a com- 
munication signed ‘‘Tax Payer’’ in yesterday's 
Constitution, He attempts to make a compari- 
son between Atlanta waterworks and those of 
Nashville, He states that: ‘“‘The cost of oper- 
ating Nashville plant twelve months, including 
new pipe bought and laid, was $48,499.50.’’ 

I have before me the annual reports of the 
city of Nashville for the year |7*** (no doubt 
the year referred to by ‘‘Tax Payer’’). On 
pages 72 and 73 I find, expense of water- 
works $67,334.98; ‘'water main, $!7,164.52,’’ 
making a total of $84,499.50 expense of Nash- 
ville for operating waterworks and laying 


mains for the year in question, instead of $48,- 
499.50, as stated by ‘‘Tax Payer.’’ The fig- 
ures 84 in this amount are changed so as to 
read 48. You can make figures tell any sort 
of a tale if you are allowed to put them in the 
wrong column. How on earth he could have 
made such a blunder to the extent of nearly 
double the figures, he will find it hard to ex- 
plain, 

‘‘Tax Payer’’ makes another singular blunder 
in his figures, He says waterworks expenses 
in Atlanta were $128,907.95. I have before 
mee the annual reports for the city of Atlanta 
for the year 1899, from which on page I19 
it appears that the waterworks expenses were 
$102,192.16. ‘‘Tax Payer’ mixes the two 
years and compares Nashville expenses for 
1899 with Atlanta expenses for 1900; obvious- 
ly any comparison to be useful should be con- 
fined to the same year for both cities. 

‘hen anyone, even an anonymous writer, un- 
dertakes to advise in a matter so important as 
this and directly involving the health and safe- 
ty of the city, he ought to exercise some de- 
gree of care.in the way he monkeys with fig- 
ures, 

There are differences between Nashville and 
Atlanta, which it is useful to consider when 
making a comparison, For the year in ques- 
tion Nashville paid her police department $89,- 
370.07. In that year Atlanta paid her police 
department $143,145.68. In the same year 
Nashville paid for lights $14,617.22; Atlanta 
the same year $79,600. Whatever difference 
may exist between waterworks expenses be- 


>. 
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tween Atlanta and Nashville is not pecullar to 
the water department. In fact, it will be seen 
that the differences as between the two cities 
is in point of fact less in the water depart- 
ment than in the others, For one, I say, that 
if more economy may be obtained in any or e)l 
departments, any good citizen ought to favor 
it. But when the city council has already as- 
sumed over $100,000 to be paid for the new 
engine out of the ordinary income or taxes, 
whether bonds are issued or not, and contem- 
plates a similar amount to be added to the 
fund for laying pipe, that is all that a reason- 
able and prudent citizen should expect at the 
present time. It will put the treasury of ‘the 
city under too great a strain to lay any heavier 
burden than is here contemplated on next 
year’s regular income, That is why the situa- 
tion should be aided by the bonds. 

These are part of the reasons which have in- 
duced me, in common with so many of our.cit- 
izens, to vote for the bonds this time, although 
I have sometimes opposed them heretofore, No 
one, so far as I know, has ever disputed the 
necessity for additional pipe, but we have only 
differed in times past as to the methods of 
paying for it. Circumstances are entirely dif- 
ferent, and the case much more urgent now 
for the bonds than ever before. 

Recurring for a moment to Nashville, I 
have visited and inspected those works. Nash- 
ville is built right on the banks of the Cum- 
berland river and, though rather a hilly city, 
yet the elevation is by no means as great as 
Atlanta, which latter city is seven miles from 
the Chattahoochee and the elevation 502 feet, 
rendering it necessary to pump the water twice 
with two distinct pumping stations; making 
in reality a double system; whereas, Nashville 
pumps the water but once into a reservoir on 
top of the hill, whence it flows down to the city 
but not with sufficient elevation or pressure to 
be adequate for fire protection, 

Nashville had only 2,920 meters in 1899; 
Atlanta nearly 10,000. This accounts for the 
fact that they burn more coal and pump more 
water in Nashville, although serving fewer 
people. In Nashville nearly, or quite half, the 
water pumped is wasted, We do things better 
in Atlanta, 

A comparison in situation and expense be- 
tween the two cities is all favorable to At- 
lanta, Respectfully,

Bible Conference Services Yesterday 
Were Well Attended. 


THE LONDON DIVINE SPEAKS 


Rev. F. B. Meyer Preached Able 
Sermon Last Night. 


RECITED ELEMENTS OF SALVATION 


Rev. George C. Needham and Evan- 
gelist William Phillips Hall 
Spoke in Afternoon. 


—— 


Large audiences greeted the Tabernacle 
Bible confergnce speakers again yester- 
day and last night, the meetings being 
conducted by Rev. F. B. Meyer, the 
London divine; Rev. George C. Needham 
and Evangelist Wm. Philips Hall. The 
song service was led by Mr. Jacobs. 

Rev. Mr. Needham spoke at the after- 
noon service from the Book of Judges, 
speaking on the life of Samson. He gave 
a running account of Samson’s great life, 
telling of his victories over the Philis- 
tines and of his final fall. 

‘“‘Samson’s strength,”’ said he, “‘was not 
his own, but it was from God, and when 
he allowed his hair to be shaved, which 
was a sign of his allegiance to God, his 
power was gone. We have the peopfe 
of society coming to us today with their 
piandlsnments, trying to pull us aside from 
the path of duty. But the very society 
that pulls you down, when it gets you to 
come over to their side just one inch, 
they will laugh at you. 

‘The whitewashed world will sneer at 
the people of God if they will only just 
lower their standard, and fall as Samson 
did. Let us stand firm to our convictions 
and not think that by lowering our 
standard we can pull them up.” 

Mr. Hall then addressed the conference 
after a solo by Mr. Jacobs. He said: 

“One thing I admire in David's charac- 
ter is that he was on talking acquaint- 
ance with the Lord. I think that the 
reason some people are afraid to be 
on talking acquaintance with God is be- 
cause they are afraid that the Lord will 
give them something to do that they can- 
not do. 

‘“T think the conditions today are fa- 
vorable for a general revival throughout 
the length and breadth of our land. Il 
think that the time has come for the peo- 
ple of God to bestir themselves. But we 
have to have clean hearts and hands 
before we can do this great work. 

“I know that people. think it very 
strange that a business man should be 
giving so much of his time to the work of 
saving souls. It is strange to judge by 
the numbers of them who are engaged in 
this work.”’ 


The evening service was conducted by, 


Rev. Mr. Meyer. Just as Dr. Broughton 
was making annouiucements for today 
Rev. George C. Needham arose with a 
letter in his hand, saying that a number 
of visitors had presented a request that 
Dr. Broughton speak some time during 
the day. Dr. Broughton replied that he 
could only speak when there was no one 
else to do it. 

‘“‘Amid the darkness,”’ began Mr. Meyer, 
“the life of love stands with the light 
shining from every window. Christ is 
Master of the house’of love. Jesus gives 
us in these words a photograph of what 
will take place one day at the door of 
His house. He tells us that many will 
seek to enter, but will not be able to do 
so. That means that you simply have a 
hope and that perhaps some day you will 
drift into it. But you may be sure that 
the drift is the other way. You may be 
utterly deceived. You may be a member 
of the church, but it is possible that you 
have been living in @ fool's paradise. 

“You think you have put your savings 
in a good bank, but you are as much lost 
as the thief in your prison. The Master 
said that a man may say, ‘Lord, Lord,” 
and still be received. You may speak 
kindly of Christ and yet at last He will 
count you as a worker of iniquity, and 
say that He never knew you. 

‘When I was in India I was the guest 
of the chief official. He was a professed 
Christian, but had never given up the 
world. But one night he was truly con- 
verted. The next day he went to the 
place where he had been wont to indulge 
in these worldly pleasures, and some men 
said: ‘You fool!’ The next day he was 
riding along and passed one of these 
men, and the man slashed him in the 
face with his whip and said, ‘You fool!’ 
He passed through the strait gate, but 
he came out all right and was a great 
power in northern India.; rait is the 
gate of daily self-denial for rist, but it 
leads to life. The Master @f life has 
opened the door for me, and I have got 
inside, and I sit down every day with 
Abraham and Isaac and Jacob. I do 
not know what it is in your life, my 
brother, that keeps you from. getting 
through the strait gate. Perhaps it is a 
little black pipe. I do not know, as I 
have never smoked, but just see if you 
can look up into the smile of Christ and 
step in with that dirty pipe. 

“If you go through that gate, you will 
have to give up the dance, you will have 
to give up the ballroom. Of course, you 
will have to give up the theater. You 
cannot get that through. You will have 
to give up that girl who is not a Chris- 
tian, or that young man who is not a 
Christian, but you will thank God for it. 
If you are having things in your life 
which Christ prohibits, it will damn you. 
I pray you, man and woman, tonight to 
give it up.’’ 
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FLAMES RAGED AT ST. LOUIS. 


Property Loss of $100,000 Caused 
by an Engine Spark. 

St. Louis, Mo., March 18.—Fire today 
destroyed the ice storage plant of the 
Anheuser-Busch Brewine Company; the 
repair shop of the American Car and 
Foundry Company, together with a num- 
ber of box cars; the factory of Stule @ 
Co., pickle manufacturers; five rooming 
houses an@ a number of small sheds. The 
total loss is estimated at $100,000, the 
greater part of which is covered by im. 
surance. 

The fire started in one of the An- 
heuser-Busch icehouses, all of which are 
connected. A spark from a passing 
switch engine is credited with having 
ignited straw in the loft. 

Piles of lumber adjacent to the storage 
house quickly ignited, causing intense 
heat. Several valuable buildings, which 
escaped damage, ,were seriously threat- 
ened. 

The high wind lifted burning embers 
and carried them for blocks to the north- 
west, terrorizing residents, and several 
times the department was compelled to 
divide its force in answer to reports of 
fires elsewhere.

POLICE THINK HE TRIED TO KILL HIMSELF

The man had been drinking and could 


self. He said another white man had 
tried to murder him in a saloon and 
gave the number of the place, but an 
investigation proved this statement to be 
untrue. 

The officer sent McCarthy to the pQ- 
lice barracks and a city physician was 
summoned to dress the wound. 

In searching the prisoner’s pocket a 
knife was found covered with blood, 
which induced the station sergeant and 
turnkey to believe the man had cut his 
own throat in an attempt to commit sui- 
cide. 

McCarthy created a sensation on Ma- 
rietta street between Peachtree and 
Broad as he sauntered along with the 
gash across his throat and his coat, vest 
and shirt dyed red with blood. He did 
not appear to care for the cut or the 
loss of blood. If he had not been taken 
care of he would have bled to death in 
a short while, and yet hé was walking 
as unconcernedly as if on an evening 
promenade. When Officer Dobbins ap- 
proached him and said, “Say my friend, 
your throat is cut,’”’ the man stopped, 
smiled and replied: 

‘Well, who said it wasn’t?” 

“Tf you don’t get a stitch or two in 
that gash you will soon be a dead man,” 
the officer told him. 

‘I’m my own man alive and I guess I 


was the reply. 

On his way to the police barracks Mc- 
Carthy told a story about being in a ga- 
loon on Decatur street and a man cut- 
ting his throat because he wouldn't treat. 
None of the saloon keepers on Decatur 
street had heard of any such episode. 

From the fact that his own knife was 
bloody and his subsequent statement that 
his family did not care for him, the of- 
ficers at the barracks were induced to 
believe McCarthy had cut his throat 
with the intention of killing himself. 

The man lives at No. 637 East Fair 
street, where he has a family. He is a 
painter by trade and has resided in At- 
lanta many years. Except when he 
drinks he is a good and steady work- 
man. 

If his injury will permit of his appear- 
ing in court today he will be arraigned 
before Recorder Broyles this afternoon 
om the charge of being drunk on the 
streets. 


(Communicated.) 
A Reply to Judge Hillyer. 

Editor Constitution, Atlanta, Ga.: In 
yesterday's issue of The Constitution 
there appeared in advertisement form the 
matter I gave you in comparison of the 
operation of the water plants at Nash- 
ville and Atlanta, and through some ty- 
pographical error the figures given to 
show the cost of operating expenses be- 
came transposed after reaching your of- 
fice. 

In my typewritten statement to you, 
you will see that I gave the operating ex- 
penses at Nashville as $84,499.50, and not 
$48,499.50, as printed and as appeared in 
yesternday’s paper. I will, therefore, thank 
you to make the correction. It is not 
my purpose to misrepresent any figures in 
showing the comparative figures in the 
cost of operating the two plants. It 
would not be necessary to misrepresent 
any item of figures to show that the At- 
lanta plant was badly managed, and was 
operated upon an extravagant scale. I 
notice that Judge Hillyer takes exception 
to the comparison because the same year 
is not used. The report for the year 1900 
is not out yet for the Nashville plant, 
and therefore for all practicable purposes 
for comparison it is fair to take the year 
1899 at Nashville and the year 1900 at 
Atlanta. I am sure that the records all 
go to show that the Nashville plant is 
being more and more properly and eco- 
nomically managed, while the reverse as 
to Atlanta is true. It sounds quite funny 
to read, the excuse of Judge Hillyer and 
note his statement that Nashville wastes 
about half the water pumped. I think any 
reasonable reader will not be mislead by 
statements of that character. 

The judge winds up his article by say- 
ing that ‘‘we do things better in Atlanta.” 
It is true that the waterworks depart- 
ment of Atlanta build more pavillions, 
flower gardens and grottos ami charge 
the city of Atlanta about five times as 
much for free city water as the Nashville 
plant does, but is this what the city 
wants? 

I don’t know why the judge brings the 
police department into the discussion. I 
did not make any comparison of the oper- 
ation of the two departments. The Lord 
knows that the one comparison, so much 
to the disadvantage of the waterworks 
plant or its operation, is bad enough, and 
about as much as we can stand up under 
at this time.

Big Business Done in Wheat at 
' About a Cent Decline—Stocks 
Strong and Higher.

New York, March |18.—The cotton market to- 
Jay was very active and much of the time 
unsettled. The weak English cables, showing 
a decline of 2%@6% points, were disappointed. 
Our market opened easy at a decline of 6@ 
J! points under these advices and further de- 
elined 2@6 points under heavy receipts.. For- 
eign selling was a feature all along the line 
to October. At one time cables showed a 
@ight improvemedgt and our market was 
inclined to respond, but renewed liquidation 
followed adverse reports from spinning dis- 


tricts. Talk of reduced production at Fal! 
River, the selling committee haying presented 
a recommendation for that purpose, which is 
reported to have been signed by the represen- 
tatives of dumerous mills with the movement 
involving two million spindles, increased Iccal 
caution. The concerted movement at Fall 
River was thought likelv to be attended by 
corresponding actitn on the part of more scat- 
tered mills, not only in New Engalind, but in 
the south as well. This tendency and large 
receipts renewed the weak undertone to room 
sentiment, although there was some buying on 
the reaction theory, upon the assumption that 
ine entire future list had become oversold. 
But covering was the principal support of the 
market. The close was steady at a net decline 
of 9 to 12 boints.

Spot Reduced a Fraction. 


New Orleans, March 18.—Cotton opened quiet 
and weak this morning, owing to the heavy 
drop in prices for spots and contracts at Liver- 
pool and the consequent sharp break in prices 
for contracts on this side and became free 
offers, of all save the higher grades, at prices 
ranging @ full ‘ec below Saturday's figures. 
The higher graies, being very much in de- 
rand and relatively scarce,, were naturally 
held with a greater degree of firmness than 
were the poorer grades, but even they suffered 
from the general downward sweep. Buyers 
were out 1n goodly numbers, but they «leo were 
carried off. their feet by the sudden slump 
in prices, and though able to trade readily at 
%e below prewously quoted prices, held off 
for further reductions, some of them even 
secking the full %c decline superficially war- 
ranted py the loss on the other side. This pol- 
icy, however, was not conducive to free trad- 
ing, for factors vere not quite prepared to go 
the full length of buyers’ demands, and the 
result was that sales were restricted to 1,650 
bales, including 150 to arrive. The cotton 
exchange reduced quotations on spot cotton 
ye on all grades. 

Treding in contracts was fairly brisk at 
times today. Liverpool set the pace again by 
opening down %d on spots and 4-64d to 5-64d 
on near. and |-64d to 3-64d on distant months, 
workirg steadily toward a lower level during 
‘ne day. The first call showed losses of 7 to 
ii points at New York and 9 to I! points 
locally. After the call, however, there was a 
rush of shorts to cover in profits and the re- 
sult ‘wa: that, beyond a range of fluctuations 
covering only 2 to 3 points, prices were well 
-“yaintained at about the opening level, but 
later sold off again, finally closing I! to 15 
points lower than on | Saturday.

Letter. 


New York, March 1|8.—Since my letter of 
February |6th. my regular weekly review hav- 
ing been iaterrupted by sickness, the appar- 
ently inevitable decline in prices for cotton 
has occurred, and amounts to over three- 
quarters of a cent per pound. The conviction 
that there was much holding back in the south 
and that the size of the crop was being un- 
derestimated became widespread, together with 
a confirmation of poor trade reports, caused 
heavy liquidation toe set in and encouraged 
considerable short selling—a combination which 
swarmed the demand and resulted in the de- 
cline. Heroic efforts to bring about a sub- 
stantial reaction this week, based on an im- 
proved demand for spots at the concession, bet- 
ter Manchester advices and a bullish circular 
from Ellison, while temporarily successful, 
failed dismally in the end. Fe&rs of tgguble 
between Russia and Great Britain in #hina 
gave fresh impetus to the selling today and 
prices closed not much above the lowest fig- 
ures of the downward movement. The drop 
to 8%c puts, of course, a very different aspect 
upon the situation. But does it warrant invest- 
ment buying? The bears, flushed with victory, 
argue that the decline must go much further. 
They point out that the lines of spot cotton 
held in the south must, through impairment of 
margins, soon be pressed for sale; that the 
state of trade is indicated by talk of curtail- 
ment at Fall River; that the period of the 
phenomenally heavy receipts last year is 
over and that from now on the comparisons 
wil] be mueh against the market; that there 
is no speculation and that we will soon come 
under a shadow of such preparations for a 
mammoth crop as never before. The bull ar- 
guments dwindle with the price, but those who 
feel friendly to the market base their idcas on 
the knowledge that the long interest has been 
practically eliminated; that the demand for 
spots which. has sprung up indicates that spin- 
ners the world over are now willing to buy 
their needs; that, notwithstanding the move- 
ment. they still believe the crop moderate and 
the statistical position bullish and that early 
crop preparations can be more than offset by 
unfavorable weather. I do not see anything 
in buying, even at these prices, and on a!l 
good bulges I think the market should be a 
sale.

THE DAY IN WALL STREET. 


New York, March 18.—The course of events 
in last week's stock market led up to today’s 
excitement on the stock exchange. The power- 
ful professional speculators who had been ma- 
nipulating prices for an advance for a long 
time saw the promise of their reward in the 
growing outside interest in the market. The 
relief afforded by Saturday's bank statement 
gave pretty good assurance of an increased 
demand for stocks this morning. The public 
appetite was whetted by several announcements, 
which either came very opportunely for the 
purpose or were set afloat with a view to 
their effect. One of the greatest difficulties 
which the professional bulls have had to con- 
tend with was the dragging tendency of the 
steel stocks, under the aprenension that when 
the new United States Steel Corporation stocks 
are introduced on the stock exchange they 
may prove weak and have an unsettiing in- 
fluence on the general market. The report 
that the Rockefeller iron interests in the Lake 
Superior region were to be included in the steel 
merger therefore proved very opportunte for 
the bulls, and awakened the steel stocks from 
their dormant state into strength and activity. 
There was a continuance of the excited specu- 
lation in Burlington on the publication of cir- 
cumstantial assertions that President J. J. 
Hill, of the Great. Northern, had secured con- 
trol of the Burlington. SBurlington insiders 
were inclined to deprecate these assertions, 
giving color to the belief that competitive buy- 
ing for control was going on. It was also 
confidently .stated that Ne York Central 
had secured contro] of Manhattan and would 
guarantee a dividend of 6 per cent.| This 
statement received an emphatic denial from 
the president of the New York Central. It will 
be seen that these influences form the. frame 
work of the day’s very animated and buoyant 
market, General Electric advanced on the 
outgrowth of the supposition that new control 
of Manhattan would hasten its electrical equip- 
ment. The rise in the other grangers was pal- 
pably in sympathy with Burlington, St. Paul 
alone hanging back. Missouri Pacific seemed 
to be marked up in an endeavor to revive the 
strength of the Southwesterns, but the maneu- 
ver proved without effect. A number of spe- 
cialties moved independently, including Sugar, 
Tobacco, Consolidated Gas, People’s Gas and 
American Snuff preferred. The New York, 
Chicago and St. Louis stocks, Pacific Coast 
second preterred, Lake Erie and Western pre- 
ferred and Louisville and Nashville were all 
conspicuously strong. The weakness of the 
.oalers was due to fears of a miners’ strike. 
The gain in the principal steel stocks extended 
from 2 to § points and they held better than 
any others. There were sales of trust cer- 
tificates for the stocks deposited in assent 
to the plan of merger, and the prices of these 
in some cases varied over a point both above 
and below those of the stocks. There was no 
explanation of this discrepancy, There was 
some evidence of short interest in the steel 
stocks, and the progress of the transfer for 
stocks in the new corporation makes the 
present stocks scarce for delivery. North- 
western preferred jumped 7.
